President Cleveland’s message on the Venezuelan ne- 
gotiation, with its suggestion that the position which the 
United States is called upon to take in resistance to en- 
croachments of European powers on this continent car- 
ries with it the possibility of war, has aroused more dis- 
cussion in all parts of the country than any other ques- 
tion that has arisen for years. We think we are justi- 
fied in saying that there has been no “Jingoism,” or at 
least a remarkably insignificant amount of it, consid- 
ering the importance of this subject to us and the strong 
convictions of our people upon it. On the other hand, 
there have been many declarations against war, much 
talk of universal peace, and the muddle of ideas which 
afflicts some minds has been exhibited in striking ways. 
Remembering that the suggestions are made in good 
faith by people who believe them to be real panaceas for 
the cure of national disputes, what are we to think of 
the following? (1) That the Venezuelan dispute shall be 
referred to the Chambers of Commerce of New York and 
London, or a committee of merchants of the two cities! 
That the strip of land in dispute is not worth a war! 
That the seizure of Venezuelan soil will be satisfactory 
if England will only pay a fair price for the land she 
takes! A few of the best known men in America have 
advocated such notions as these in the daily papers. 

On the other hand, we have had from hundreds of 
clergymen sermons which were intended to be elaborate 
arguments on the facts as they found them presented in 
the newspapers, and in some cases the speakers de- 
scended to personal abuse of the President. Business 
men have condemned the message because it was fol- 
lowed by a scare in Wall street, because it would inter- 
fere with our exports to Great Britain, and even on the 
ground that it might stop importation from that 
country of a thousand things that our own artisans 
would be glad to make for us, Societies have resolved 
that the course of empire can be stopped by word of 
mouth, and even women have taken a stand on facts 
that they do not know and a policy that, to say the least, 
is a novelty to them. If these views were held privately 
they would not be of much importance, but, unfortunate- 
ly, there has been an intention in some quarters to en- 
force these ideas, not merely by public agitation, but 
actually by direct communication with the nation with 
which we dispute. This went so far that the papers pub- 
lished, perhaps by “inspiration,” a copy of the old law 
that makes such private interference in diplomatic af- 
fairs a misdemeanor punishable by a heavy fine. 

While these are the expressions of wordy people, and 
while some politicians seem to believe that popularity 
lies on the side of war, and others that it will cling to a 
declaration of peace at any price, we think the most 
common source of disapprobation has been pure egotism. 


The assent to the policy knowii as the Monroe Doctrine 
seems to be so general that we doubt if any other na- 
tional question can be found on which there is greater 
unanimity. The fault found is with the President and 
the Secretary of State. Each one of thousands of fault 
finders has some sagacious, deft manner in which he 
would have handled the Venezuelan question if he had 
been President or Secretary, and if he had managed the 
affair not only would Venezuela have all her rights, but 
Lord Salisbury would beam with happiness as he ac- 
knowledged her gentle triumph. This vanity is especially 
the vice of highly educated men, or men educated be- 
yond their capacities. We value the strong tendency of 
our people to peace and should be sorry to see them in- 
fected with the blind rage for fighting which is such a 
remarkable manifestation of recent BWnglish feeling. 
Most Americans received the message with good sense 
and have given no sign either of war fever or dread of 
war’s consequences, Those who have hastened to make 
public their commercial, sordid, egotistical or blatant 
opinions are comparatively few in number, and their 
vanity makes them oblivious to certain obvious consider- 
ations. 

By our organic law, and the practice under it, after 
full discussion we choose a man to fill the high office of 
President and he one to fill the office of Secretary of 
State. These men are in possession of the original docu- 
ments covering every transaction of our government with 
other powers, and they and a few other officials are the 
only men in the country who are acquainted with the 
latest facts of our national affairs. Such records are al- 
ways voluminous and if they obtain publication at all it 
is uevally only by portions or in a very condensed form. 
The recent agitation about Venezuela and South Africa 
has shown how ignorant the great English and Amer- 
ican nations are of the actual course of events, even of 
the most momentous kind. It is safe to say that not one 
of all the pretentious critics of the President and Secre- 
tary Olney could state the facts which are necessary to 
guide the President’s action or the critic’s criticism. 
The difficulties in the way of making even a formal 
statement of the history of the Venezuelan case are s0 
formidable that it is asserted credibly that even Lord 
Salisbury omitted important steps in his elaborate sum- 
mary and was surprised by the discovery of facts un- 
known to him. 

The deduction to be made from this is plain. First, 
the men to whom we have confided the conduct of our 
national affairs are at least our equals in intelligence, pa- 
triotism and sagacity; second, they and they only have 
the facts in their possession; third, they should receive 
hearty confidence and support when, after long and anx- 
ious deliberation, they take a position in defense of na- 
tional honor and integrity. In this land of freedom, 
happy pursuit of prosperity and universal inclination to 


peace, we are apt to forget that there is one whom we 
have chosen to wield the awful responsibilities of war, 
but that is one of the functions of the President as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, and in 
the exercise of that great duty he may justly 
eall upon us to dismiss from the motives with 
which we discuss his action the petty influences of ego- 
tism, greed, love of comfort and commercial ease and 
the vain glory of fault finding for mere criticism’s sake. 

The would be diplomats and actual critics have had 
much to say about “Cleveland” and little about the Pres- 
ident. They discuss his personal character and habits 
of mind and compare them with their own, but we have 
not noticed one of them whose views were founded upon 
a recognition of the deep official responsibility of a Presi- 
dent nor upon the consideration of his superior knowl- 
edge of the facts. ‘““The King is sitting in the gate” and 
from the seat of judgment he has spoken to the people 
in terms of remarkable clearness, feeling and force upon 
that one subject which outranks all others in import- 
ance—the national defense. It is for us to hear him 
with respect and, if needful, to defer our more hasty 
judgments te his equal sagacity and more thorough in- 
formation. 








An artillery officer favors us with a comparative state- 
ment of the artillery features of the Sherman and the 
Cummings bills. The Sherman bill provides for a Corps 
of Artillery of 60 batteries, with a minimum force of 
3,815 and a maximum of 11,905; one regiment horse ar- 
tillery, minimum, 630; maximum, 1,062; two battalions, 
three batteries; two regiments mounted batteries, mini- 
sum, 1,416; maximum, 2,848; each two battalions of 
four batteries each; total minimum, 5,861; maximum, 
15,815; totals, Cummings bill, minimum, 7,950; maxi- 
mum, 19,950. The Sherman bill provides for 1 Brigadier 
General, 8 Colonels, 16 Lieutenant Colonels, 26 Majors, 
12 staff Captains, 82 Captains, 82 1st Lieutenants, 6 
staff Ist Lieutenants and 82 2d Lieutenants. The Cum- 
mings bill provides for no Brigadier General, or staff 
Captains, or staff Lieutenants; for 10 Colonels, 10 Lieu- 
tenant Colonels, 30 Majors, 120 Captains, 2u0 ist and 
130 2d Lieutenants. The Sherman bill promotes to Brig- 
adier General 1 Colonel;.to Colonel, 4 Lieutenant Colo- 
nels; to Lieutenant Colonel, 15 Majors; to Major, 26 
Captains; to Captains, 60 1st Lieutenants; to Ist Lieu- 
tenant, 18 2d Lieutenants. The Cummings bill pro- 
motes 4 Lieutenant Colonels, 8 Majors, 16 Captains, 68 
1st and 112 2d Lieutenants. The Cummings bill makes 
237 original vacancies and the Sherman bill 35, or 117 
at the maximum. The number of officers above the rank 
of Lieutenant in the Sherman bill is 145; in the Cum- 
mings bill it is 170. The Sherman bill provides for 170 
subalterns and the Cummings bill for 390. The Sher- 
man bill not only provides for the increase of the artil- 
iery, but for its reorganization and as an artillery meas- 
ure it has a decided advantage over the Cummings bill. 
The artillery should be increased and it should have a 
corps organization with a Brigadier General at its head. 
But neither the cavalry nor infantry should be reduced. 
We need more of both, and this fact, so far as the in- 
fantry is concerned, is recognized by the Cummings bill. 
The cavalry is passed over, so far as its increase is con- 
cerned, simply because the purpose is to proceed to the 
goal of Army increase along the line of least resistance. 
The Cummings bill increases the artillery more than the 
Sherman bill does, and if it were to pass we see nothing 
to prevent the passage of a bill to reorganize the artil- 
lery as a corps. But “first catch your hare”; first secure 
the much-needed increase of the Army. Any officer who 
goes to Congress with an argument to show that arms 
of the service other than his own can be reduced gives 
away his own case at the outset, especially when so ex- 
perienced a Senator as Senator Sherman declines to in- 
troduce the bill except “by request.” What we seek is a 
bill that Congress will pass, not one that conforms to 
some abstract idea of model organization and remains 
on the files of Congress. 

The purpose of the Cummings bill is to ask of Congress 
what it may possibly grant and to avoid asking so much 
as to get nothing, which has been the practice heretofore. 
With this bill passed there is nothing to prevent any offi- 
cer or any arm of the service asking as much more as 
seems proper. Mr. Cummings’s purpose is to secure unity 
of action on some bill. Mr. Sherman’s bill, as it stands, 
meets with opposition which makes its passage more 
than doubtful. The attempt to secure an immediate in- 
crease of the Army should not be hampered by attempts 
to change its organization. These can come afterward. 
Let the Army unite to ask an increase under the pres- 
ent organization and they may possibly succeed. If they 
cannot unite on this, they cannot, according to our ex- 
perience, unite on anything, and there is grave danger 
that these divisions of opinion will result in their losing.

Somewhat 
different is the following estimate of him by the Lon- 
don “Saturday Review”: “Cecil Rhodes is a strong man, 
of the kind that is never finished by a single stroke. 
And he is strong with the strength of a coarse, ruthless, 
greedy egotism, the strokes of whose piston-rod force 
the minds and the money of weaker men into its reser- 
voir. As he was at Oriel twenty years ago, so he is at 
Cape Town to-day—lonely, self-absorbed, irritable, and 
not to be relied upon. e hates women, whom he re- 


gards as unnecessary impediments in the campaign, and . 


he has no idea of friendship; he only recognizes instru- 
ments to be used and enemies to be dealt with. Success 
accentuated his defects to the point of disease, and made 
him so irritable, so self-absor and so insolent that 
none but parasites could live with him.” 


The Washington “Post” tells the story of a bet Lieut. 
Lucian Young, U. 8. N., had with Senator Beck as to 
the merits of the statue of Gen. Thomas in Washing- 
ton. Young offered to bet a bottle of wine to support 
his contention. This offer the Senator readily accepted. 
** ‘Done,’ said. Lucian, ‘and I’m willing to leave it to 
Chamberlin, here, to say whether or not the Thomas 
statue doesn’t excel everything of its kind in Washing- 
ton.” We'll leave it to Chamberlin, then,’ assented 
Senator Beck. ‘What say you, John? ‘It’s a perfect 
monstrosity,’ replied that gentleman in his calmest tones; 
‘of all the poor things here it is absolutely the worst. It 
ought to be dumped into the river.’ The Kentucky 
statesman laughed long and heartily, and as the wine 
was consumed his merriment increased. Finally, with a 
parting shot at Lieut. Young, to study art a little be- 
fore being so brash in criticism, he left the house. He 
had no sooner gone than the pent-up indignation of Lu- 
cian Young burst out. ‘You are a nice fellow, John 
Chamberlin; a devil of a nice fellow! But little over a 
week ago, sitting right where you now are, you claimed 
that the ‘Thomas statue was the finest in town. Didn't 
you tell me that? ‘Certainly,’ said John, ‘and it is, too.’ 
‘Then what made you talk like that a few minutes ago” 
“What do you take me for, Lucian? Do you think I'd 
decide a bet in favor of a Lieutenant in the Navy 
against a Senator of the United States?’ ” 


“An Englishman” sends to the New York “Herald” 
an account of a dinner given to Adml. Selfridge and his 
officers on New Year’s eve by Col. J. H. Madden, Amer- 
ican Consul at Smyrna. Among the guests present were 
Mr. Frederick Holmwood, C. B., the British Consul Gen- 
eral, who occupied the post of honor at the right of 
Adml. Selfridge; Mr. A. Kuen, Consul for Roumania, 
and a number of the leading members of the European 
and American colonies, including Mr. K. J. Davis, Amer- 
ican Vice-Consul, and Mrs. Davis. When the covers 
were removed Col. Madden gave the toast “lo the Presi- 
dent of the United States,” which was drunk standing. 
Mr. Holmwood in proposing the toast “To Adml. Sel- 
fridge and the American Navy” alluded in a delicate 
manner to the strained relations now supposed to exist 
between the two great English speaking nations of the 
world, and spoke feelingly of the ties of kindred, common 
sentiment and mutual! friend!y feeling which had so long 
existed between them. His speech was most warmly 
seconded by the American Consul and Adml. Selfridge, 
who in closing proposed the health of the Queen. The 
ship’s band, which was present, played ““The Star Span- 
gled Banner” and “God Save the Queen,” besides render- 
ing an excellent selection of classical music. On New 
Year’s night the American colony gave a reception and 
ball in honor of Adml. Selfridge and the officers of the 
San Francisco. This was the event of the social season 
and was largely attended. The Smyrna orchestra fur- 
nished the music and between dances rendered an espe- 
cially prepared programme of American airs. 

The “Irish World” scores the A. I’. A. for its opposi- 
tion to the confirmation of Gen. Coppinger and the Sen- 
ate committee for listening to them, and criticises Sen- 
ator Hale for what he said in defense of Gen. Cop- 
pinger's participation in the civil conflict in Italy. t 
says: “Senator Hale says in effect that if the A. P. A. 
could only make good their assertion, namely, that Gen. 
Coppinger fought for the Pope from the higher motive, 
from principle and from conscience, their objection to 
his confirmation was not unreasonable, and it ought to 
have weight with the Senate committee. But no, says 
Senator Hale. The General, when he fought for the 
Pope, did not care a button for the cause of the Pope. 
It was not from any sense of right or justice, not from 
any ennobling sentiment, but simply because he was a 
soldier of fortune that he engaged in that conflict. But 
Senator Hale’s argument, if it proves anything, may 
prove too much. We can admire a sincere man who is 
engaged in a wrong cause. Such were Stonewall Jack- 
son and Robert E. Lee. But who can respect the man 
who enters a good cause from motives solely of personal 
gain and advancement? If Gen. Coppinger was a mere 
soldier of fortune under the Papal flag is it unreasonable 
if men should refuse to credit him with any higher mo- 
tive when he enlisted under the Stars and Stripes?” 
The “World” also says: “Of the rank and file of the 
United States Army, fully one-half are Catholics. Over 
this Army are nine general officers—that is, three Major 
Generals and six Brigadier Generals; but of these nine 
general officers, until Coppinger was appointed, not one 
was a Catholic.” 


The Columbus “Despatch” of Jan. 24 reports the pa- 
per read before the lyceum at Columbus Barracks by 
Capt. James M. Burns, 17th Inf., on “The Necessity 
for Lake Coast Defenses.”’ Capt. Burns referred to the 
report that England has on the lakes and in Canadian 
ports merchant vessels of unusual solidity which can be 
turned within a few hours into ships of war, guns for 
their use stored in convenient places, false decks beneath 
which are the heavy decks intended for fighting purposes 
and on these real decks tracks and other appliances for 
the handling of guns have been placed. Capt. Burns 
said: “Should a war break out now we should be little 
better prepared for defense on the lakes than our fore- 
fathers were in 1812. The Canadians have under con- 
struction a eanal from Lake Ontario to Georgian Bay 
which will allow their vessels to sail to Chicago and Du- 
luth without a single gun to interrupt their voyage. It 
is currently reported and generally believed that a fleet 
of small gunboats is constantly kept in the harbor of 
Newfoundland for use on the lakes in case of necessity, 
and it is a well-known fact that large stores of muni- 
tions of war are constantly kept on that island. In case 
of war what might England do? Blockade the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence River and send a fleet of gunboats up 
that river to operate on the lakes, a movement that 
would be opposed by our poor old water-soaked revenue 








eutter Michigan, carrying one gun. England would also 
send an Army to protect the Welland Canal.” Capt. 
Burns here quoted from two Army officers in Canada 
whose statements were to the effect that in case of war 
they would take Detroit, as they did before. They also 
said “if in case Lord Salisbury believes war inevitable 
he will lull Americans into inactivity by professed yield- 
ing, while he assembles his ships off the coast of New- 
foundland; they will suddenly appear under the citadel 
of Quebec, and on the same day all military organiza- 
tions will receive orders. The Grand Trunk and Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroads, really military lines, will trans- 
port these men—there are 40,000 of them in the two 
provinces—to the Welland Canal, Windsor, Sarnia (oppo- 
site Port Huron), and the ‘Soo,’ and before the Amer- 
ican nation knows anything about it the fleet will be 
bombarding Cleveland while another portion will lie off 
Detroit and blow it out of existence. Then the ships will 
reduce Chicago, Milwaukee and the other lake cities. 
Among the military of Canada there is an unmistakable 
looking forward to war, while in Detroit everything else, 
even the street car fight, is forgotten.” 


J. M. Wright, a member of the last Board of Visitors 
to the Military Academy, who is a graduate of the Mili- 
tary Academy, has a special report in connection with 
the report of the board in which he argues in favor of a 
mild measure of hazing. He says: “For the greater 
part of a century the Military Academy has been distin- 
guished among military schools for maintenance of thor- 
ough discipline, dependent in part on watchful enforce- 
ment, but more dependent on a firmly established and 
well defined code of personal honor. After several weeks 
of close observation and diligent inquiry I am of the 
opinion that there has been no lessening of this obliga- 
tion of honor, and I am disposed to believe that there is 
now less inclination to violate rules than when I was a 
cadet, at a time just preceding the war of the rebellion. 
This last condition is perhaps due to the circumstances 
that some of the most exacting requirements have been 
reasonably modified without detriment to discipline and 
the average age of cadets has somewhat increased dur- 
ing late years. There is a wide popular belief that the 
West Point authorities have undertaken to repress haz- 
ing entirely. It seems to me they have wisely only en- 
deavored to moderate it. So long as untrained men are 
admitted to the ranks of pursuits requiring special train- 
ing the informed will practice on the ignorance of their 
new associates. The natural tendency of young, vigor- 
ous and hardy men is to make their joking rather rough. 
It may be said of the efforts made to soften this prac- 
tice that the present form of hazing is mild compared to 

‘what it used to be. But to my mind the recent gradu- 
ates do not appear to be more spirited men than those 
who went through all the old-time rough hazing, against 
which there has been such outcry as a practice that 
broke the spirits of sensitive young men. I saw the new 
class of this year penned up in barracks for the first 
three weeks, and I thought that rather than be in the 
forlorn and protected condition appearance indicated I 
would prefer the rough-and-tumble early military lessons 
in camp that new cadets used to receive from the day 
the encampment began. The best way to instill into ca- 
dets some consideration for the feelings and condition of 
new associates, who have yet to learn the ways of mili- 
tary life, is to extend consideration to the old cadets 
themselves’ and surround them with some of the ordi- 
nary influences of refined life. No one can compare West 
Point, as it is to-day, with what it was a third of a cen- 
tury ago, without noting the great improvement in this 
respect.” 


The Assistant Secretary of War has transmitted to 
the House of Representatives the draft of a bill amend- 
ing the act of Congress establishing the summary court. 
together with a letter from the Judge Advocate General 
of the Army reiterating the recommendation on this sub- 
ject made in his annual report. The following is the 
bill recommended by Judge Ady. Gen. Lieber: Be it 
enacted, ete., That the act entitled “An act to promote 
the administration of justice in the Army,” approved 
Oct. 1, 1890, be, and the same is hereby, amended so as 
to read as follows: That in time of peace every enlisted 
man who is to be tried for an offense such as was prior 
to the passage of the act “‘to promote the administration 
of justice in the Army,” approved Oct. 1, 1890, cogniz- 
able by a garrison or regimental court martial shall, 
within twenty-four hours from the time of his arfest 
(unless he is to be tried before a general court martial), 
he brought before a summary court, which shall consist 
of an officer designated by the commanding officer of the 
post, station, or command, or by superior authority, as 
the summary court for such post, station or command, 
and when such designation shall be made by superior 
authority it shall supersede all other; and such officers 
shall have power to administer oaths and to hear and 
determine such cases, and when satisfied of the guilt of 
the accused, adjudge the punishment to be inflicted: 
which said punishment shall not exceed confinement at 
hard labor for one month and forfeiture of one month’s 
pay, and, in the case of non-commissioned officers, re- 
duction to the ranks in addition thereto. That there 
shall be a summary conrt record book kept at each mili- 
tary post and in the field at the headquarters of the com- 
mand, in which shall be entered a record of all cases 
heard and determined, and the action had thereon, and 
no sentence adjudged by said summary court shall be ex- 
ecuted until it shall have been approved by the post or 
other commander: Provided, that when but one commis- 
sioned officer is present with a command he shall hear 
and finally determine such cases: And provided further, 
that non-commissioned officers shall not, if they obfect 
thereto, be brought to trial before summary courts with- 
out the authority of the officer competent to order their 
trial by general court martial, but shall in such case be 
brought to trial before garrison, regimental or general 
courts martial. as the case may Sec. That the 
commanding officers authorized to approve the sentences 
of summary courts and superior authority shall have 
power to remit or mitigate the same. Sec, 3. That post 
and other commanders shall, on the last day of each 
month, make a report to the department headquarters of 
the number of cases determined by summary court dur- 
ing the month, setting forth the offenses committed and 
the penalties awarded, which report shall be filed in the 
office of the Judge Advocate of the department, and 
may be destroyed when no longer of use. Sec. 4. That 
soldiers sentenced by court martial to dishonorable dis- 
charge and confinement shall, until discharged from such 
confinement, remain subject to the Articles of War and 
other laws relating to the administration of military jus- 
tice. Sec. 5. That when any person not in the milifary 
service who appears before a general court martial of 
the Army as a witness and is lawfully ordered by it to 
testify or to produce any document or other subject of 
evidence under his control refuses or willfully faile to 
obey such order, such refusal or failure shall be a misde- 
meanor, and such person on conviction thereof in a dis- 
trict court of the United States shall be punished with 
imprisonment not exceeding one year, or fine not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars, or both. Sec. 6. That this 
act shall take effect sixty days after its passage. 
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The New York “Herald” reports a fight at West Point 
between Cadet Sergt. ener S. Morgan and Cadet A. 
P. Berry, with both men laid up in hospital.

Mr. A. M. Newton, son of the late Gen. John Newton, 
U. S. A., and a partner of J. A. Rodgers, the Harlem 
River Driveway contractor, died Jan. 30 in the Hudson 
Street Hospital, New York City. His death is supposed 
to have been caused by an overdose of chloral which he 
had been taking of late to brace himself up from over- 
work. 





It is expected that at least $125,000 will have to be 
expended in making the Texas into an efficient battle- 
ship. The Board of Survey estimate $40,000 for engi- 
neering work, $40,000 to strengthen the hull, besides 
changes in the turrets and hydraulic apparatus. The 
total cost of the Texas up to date is estimated at three 
millions and a half. The armored cruiser Maine, an- 
other Government-built vessel, cost $4,000,000. 


Acting Secretary McAdoo has approved the findings 
of the court martial which tried the four white-mem- 
bers of the gunnery class, Ramsay W. Smith, Edward 
Murphy, A. F Lamont and Raymond Fox, at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard on the charge of hazing three colored 
classmates. The sentence imposed by the court was 
that the four men named be dismissed from the class 
under instruction in gunnery, to be confined in such 
place as the Secretary of the Navy may designate for a 
period of two months, and to lose all pay that may be- 
come due them during such confinement except the nec- 
essary prison expenses. 


The Treasury Department is building a revenue cutter 
for the Milwaukee station which is to be supplied, in ad- 
dition to three 6-pdr. guns, with a 15-inch Whitehead 
torpedo tube. The cutter will be completed in about a 
year. It is the intention of the authorities not to put 
any torpedo apparatus on board the vessel, but at the 
place where the cutter’s stores are to be kept the tor- 
pedo apparatus, with a supply of torpedoes, will be kept 
on hand and in case of trouble can be quickly placed on 
board. The torpedo tube is in the bow of the little craft 
and will render her quite formidable. 





Two successful launches occurred on Thursday last at 
the works of the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company. The first vessel to leave her ways was 
a merchant steamer and it was followed by the gunboat 
Helena, which was christened by Miss Steele, daughter 
of the Mayor of Helena, Mont. Assistant Secretary and 
Mrs. McAdoo were present, Mr. McAdoo representing 
the Navy Department at the event. Upon the conclu- 
sion of the launch, the party adjourned to a hotel in 
Newport News, where an elaborate banquet was served 
and appropriate speeches made. After luncheon the 
guests were taken to Old Point Comfort, where they re- 
mained until the evening, when they returned to Wash- 
ington. 

The question of which bureau of the Navy Department 
shall have control of the turning apparatus for turrets 
on board ship is now engrossing attention and causing 
contention at the Navy Department, between the Bu- 
reaus of Construction and Repair, Steam Engineering and 
Ordnance. Each has been preparing arguments for the 
purpose of convincing Secretary Herbert that it should 
be clothed with authority to construct the apparatus 
and put it in position, not only on the Brooklyn, but on 
all other ships of the Navy. The efforts of the several 
bureaus to add to the work they already have is re- 
garded as a good indication of their industry, but each 
is afraid of the other getting too much power, and that 
is one of the reasons why so much contention occurs 
whenever there is to be a redistribution of the work of 
the Department. 


A despatch dated Hartford, Conn., says: “L. V. Ben- 
et, Chief Engineer of the French branch of the Hotch- 
kiss Ordnance Company, left here this afternoon and 
will sail from Europe on Saturday. He has been here su- 
perintending the tests of a new Hotchkiss automatic ma- 
chine gun, which is to be submitted to the Naval Board 
at its next session. The new Hotchkiss is to be a coim- 
petitor of the Colt automatic, which has been received 
with so much favor by the Naval Board. The general 
principle of this gun is that a portion of the powder gas 
is utilized to operate the loading and firing mechanism 
A small hole is drilled through the barrel of the gun a 
short distance from the muzzle, and when the bullet 
passes over this hole a certain quantity of the powder 
gas passes into a cylinder which is secured under the bar- 
rel. In this cylinder is a piston which is thrown to the 
rear by the gas. It is returned to its original position by 
a powerful spring. This reciprocating piston operates 
the mechanical devices used in loading and firing. The 
xeneral principle of the gun is the same as that in the 
new Colt automatic, but the application is varied. The 
tests have been made at the Pratt & Whitney works 
here, where the new gun has been produced, and have 
been satisfactory in all respects.” 


Secretary Lamont’s Army bill, based on suggestions 
contained in his last two annual reports, will be for- 
warded to the committee within a few days. It is un- 
derstood that it will limit the Army to 30,000, with the 
same number of regiments in each arm as now. The 
three-battalion organization will be proposed for the in- 
fantry. Regimental Adjutants and Quartermasters will 
be additional Captains. Each regiment of artillery. will 
have 12 foot batteries organized into three battalions of 
batteries and two field batteries constituting a battalion 
of field artillery. Each foot battery is to have one Ist 
and one 2d Lieutenant and each field battery two Ist 
and one 2d Lieutenant. The number of privates is to be 
determined by the President. Captains of infantry are 
to be promoted to the original vacancies of Major in that 
arm. Vacancies in the grade of Captain of cavalry, ar- 
tillery and infantry are to be filled by promotion accord- 
ing to seniority, in relative rank, of the Ist Lieutenants 
of those branches, each to his own arm, so far as prac- 
ticable. In case any 1st Lieutenants of cavalry or ar- 
tillery should decline promotion to the infantry they 
shall retain their places in relative rank in their re- 
spective arms. 





Secretary Herbert has adopted the recommendation of 
Capt. Sampson to instal an electric turning gear in half 
of the turrets of the cruiser Brooklyn, and to operate 
the remainder by steam. The electric system to be used 
will be that of the General Electric Works, which has 
heretofore been tried with generally favorable results. 
This system consists of a separately excited dynamo, 
which generates the current for the motor, operating the 











turret. The speed with which the turret is turned is 
varied by the variation of the exciting current in the 
dynamo. There is a switch attachment by which the 
turret is stopped or reversed or moved quickly or slowly, 
as the desire of the operator dictates. Foreign Govern- 
ments have experienced the same results from the use 
of hydraulics, as has the United States, and have taken 
steps to correct them. The Department has been in- 
formed by its naval attaches abroad that Russia, many 
of whose ships contain hydraulic machinery for operat- 
ing their turrets, have run steam pipes alongside of 
the hydraulic pipes, and the constant stream of hot air 
in them keeps the hydraulic pi warm and thus pre- 
vents the water from freezing in them. Great Britain 
is following the example of Russia in this matter, the 
first ship receiving this provision being the Empress of 
India, which was only recently in dock in a British 
ship yard. The Navy Department is considering the 
feasibility of making some such provision for the ships 
of our Navy. 

If Congress can do nothing else for the Army it 
should at least increase the artillery and give to the in- 
fantry the three-battalion organization. Aside from the 
imperative necessity for more artillery troops the posi- 
tion of our artillery officers is and has been most dis- 
couraging. Promotion is slower in that arm than in any 
other and how slow it is is shown by two letters from 
artillery officers published on another page. The Cum- 
mings bill gives to artillery officers the equivalent of the 
promotion created by the addition of four regiments to 
the artillery. The objection made to the bill by artillery 
otticers is because the equivalent of a fifth regiment is 
to be ofticered by cavalry officers who because of their 
rapid promotion will rank artillery officers of longer serv- 
ice. ‘This is undoubtedly an unfortunate feature in the 
bill and should be remedied by adding to the cavalry 
urm. Congress and the President have united in what is 
in effect a declaration of war against the nation of all 
others the most effective for war against the United 
States; it proposes to invade Turkey, to roil the Spaniard 
by recognizing Cuban belligerency or otherwise giving 
encouragement to the insurgents. Yet it hesitates about 
increasing our Army, which is much less in number 
than a single English Army Corps. The situation would 
be amusing if it were not humiliating. 


In a special report on the remarkable photographic 
discovery of Prof. Routgen the New York “Sun” says: 
“Never in the history of science has a great discovery 
received such prompt recognition and been so quickly 
utilized in a_ practical way as the new photography 
which Prof. Rontgen gave to the world only three we. ks 
ugo. Already it has been used successfully by European 
surgeons in locating bullets and other foreign substances 
in human hands, arms and legs and in diagnosing dis- 
eases of the bones in various parts of the body. It is al- 
most an old story now in its first features, and these 
seemingly miraculous photographs are easily produced in 
many physical laboratories, while technical journals are 
publishing reproductions in their pages. The fact that 
only a faint idea has yet been gained of the practical 
possibilities of this discovery is already proven, and it is 
difficult to keep pace with the astonishing supplementary 
disclosures. The most important of these is the applica- 
tion of the new omniscient agent to metallurgy. It has 
been found that although most metals are apparently 
opaque to the rays of this strange light or force, yet any 
internal defects or lack of homogeneity in them are 
quickly detected and recorded on the telltale plate. The 
sensitiveness and accuracy of the negatives in this re- 
spect are described as marvellous. No two metals are 
alike under this new test. Lead proves to be almost as 
transparent as aluminum and wood. Hitherto it has 
not been possible without a complicated process to test 
the uniformity of structure of metal work, for instance, 
gun barrels, iron rails, railroad wheels, or to distinguish 
at sight the different varieties of iron and steel. All this, 
it is anticipated, will be shortly achievable by the help 
of the new photography. It is no exaggeration to say 
that this would mean the complete revolution of many 
branches of metzllic industry, especially in the manu- 
facture of arms. 


Metallic objects exposed to Rontgen’s rays show in the 
photographic reproduction all inequalities that exist in 
the structure of metals, such as fractures and cavities. 
This quality theorists recognize as being due to the great 
sensitiveness of the rays to variations in the thickness. 
All alloys or composite metals—and most of those used 
in the manufacture of arms are composite—show on the 
photographic plate whether they are completely hemo- 
geneous throughout and where and to what extent one 
metal, for instance, zinc or copper in the so-called steel- 
bronze cannon, has not thoroughly amalgamated with 
another. Owing to the intensity of the photographic 
picture obtained by the new rays, carbon is readily dis- 
tinguished from iron, and hence it will be possible to 
recognize the quality of iron or steel. The rays will also 
probably furnish a simple method of control in the Bes- 
semer process. The inference from the latest experi- 
ments is that nothing is absolutely impenetrable to these 
strange rays. There are only varying degrees of trans- 
parency or opacity. Prof. Rontgen took a photograph 
the other day of a large metal plate which had been 
broken in various pieces and welded together, and so 
carefully joined that the lines of fracture were imper- 
ceptible under the strongest ordinary light. The so- 
called X rays made them as plain as day on the photo- 
graph. Prof. Czermark, of Graz, has succeeded in pho- 
tographing a living skull without its fleshly integument. 
The editor of the “Grazer Tageblatt” offered his head 
for the purpose. When he saw the result he positively 
refused to allow the picture to be reproduced or shown 
to any one except to men of science. It is reported that 
~ rh not slept a wink since he saw his own death’s 

ead.’ 





We are very glad to see that Capt. Charles G. Penny, 
U. 8S. A., has been honorably relieved of the aspersions 
that were sought to be cast upon him in connection with 
his management of the Pine Ridge Indian Agency. It is 
an outrage that an officer should be compelled to stand 
upon his defense in such a matter and be saddled with 
the expense of legal services to protect himself against 
the slanderers whose objections to an Army officer as an 
Indian Agent are summed up in the statement that they 
find him too honest for their purposes. Capt. Penny has 
received a letter from the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, in which he says: “After a full examination of 
the evidence presented upon investigations made by Spe- 
cial Agent Dickson and ~ ector Cadman, and also the 
evidence submitted by you, I do not hold that the charges 
reflecting upon your honesty and integrity have been 
sustained.” A number of leading citizens living in the 
vicinity of the Pine Ridge reservation, in a letter ad- 
dressed to the President of the United States, said: “We 
have found him strong to govern, honorable toward all 
and of strict integrity toward the Indians and white 
men, combining business ability and tact.” In another 


similar petition, the writers say: “We have always 
found Capt. Penny to be one of the most efficient, ca- 
vable, bonest and reliable agents that have ever filled 
the position at this agency. Through his management 
and the control he seems to have over the Indians, they 
were never in a more peaceful, prosperous and healthy 


,ondition than at the present time.” Seventeen Indians 


of the reservation unite in a letter to the “Great 
Father,” saying: “We, the undersigned Indians and 
head men of the Ogalalla band of Sioux, having heard 
that some bad men are trying to get our Father and 
agent removed, pray to you that it may please you ty 
let him remain with us; we know him well and he knows 
us. We are doing well under his administration; he is a 
good man. Please let him be with us and make our 
hearts good. We all shake hands with you.” 





At the War Department a statement was given out 
during the week showing the benefits already derived 
from the new recruiting system. Since Jan. 1, 1894, 
forty-seven officers and about a thousand enlisted men 
who were assigned to duty at recruiting depots and sta- 
tions, have been restored to active service with their 
regiments. At that time 763 recruits and 496 enlisted 
men were held at recruiting depots, and these numbers 
have now been reduced to 139 and 108, respectively. 
Previous to 1894 the average time spent by recruits at 
recruiting stations was three months. This has now 
been reduced to sixteen days. The large and expensive 
recruiting. depots at Davids Island, N. Y., Columbus 
Barracks,, O., and Jefferson Barracks, Mo., have been 
converted into simple recruiting rendezvous. The three 
bands which were maintained at these depets to make 
music while the raw recruits learned to march have been 
restored to their posts, and the recruits now get their in- 
struction in the regiments to which they are assigned. 
The War Department has abandoned the rule of sending 
recruits to their regiments under guard, and this has re- 
duced the cost of their transportation. It is estimated 
that the actual saving to the Government by reason of 
the new recruiting system is $200, a year.

Henry M. Stanley, M. P., has written an article en- 
titled ““‘The Story of the Development of Africa,” which 
appears in the February “Century.” Recent events in 
the Dark Continent give this a particular timeliness an: 
importance. Concerning the partitioning of the continent 
Mr. Stanley says: “Within the last ten years Franc» 
has acquired of Equatorial Africa about 300,000 square 
miles, in which there are now 300 Europeans; Germany. 
400,000 square miles; Italy, 547,000 square miles, and 
Portugal has now a defined territory extending over 
710,000 square miles. France, moreover, has been active 
farther north, in the Sahara and in west Africa, and 
claims rights over 1,600,000 square miles, while Ger- 
many, in southwest Africa and the Cameroons, asserts 
her rule over 540,000 square miles.” England was the 
last European power to engage in the rush for African 
territory. Her efforts for some years after the Berlin 
conference had been confined to reserving spheres of in- 
fluences, rather than to violent annexation, and to mod- 
erating the passion for African land manifested by Ger- 
many, France and Italy. If any power had the moral 
right to interfere with this fierce lust for annexation, it 
must be admitted that, after policing the African coasts 
for over half a century, exploring the interior and estab- 
lishing Christian missions in East Africa, Nyassa Land 
and Uganda, England was fairly entitled to it. Between 
1886 and 1890 Englishmen began to stir and succeeded 
in forming the famous South African Company, the Af- 
rican Lakes Company and the I. B. E. A. Company. 
The Royal Niger Company had obtained a charter in 
1886, and in October, 1889, a somewhat similar one was 
granted to the South African, with administrative power 
over 750,000 square miles. In 1891 it absorbed the Af- 
rican Lakes Company, and thus British Central Africa. 
with 500,000 square miles, was formed. To the British 
East African Company was given authority over 700.- 
000 square miles. By placing these statistics in a tabu- 
lar form the reader may best see the subdivision which 
has taken place since Feb. 25, 1885:

The New York “Tribune” says: “A tall man, wearing 
a heavy cape overcoat, using a cane, and feeling before 
him as if his sight were affected, entered an uptown 
hotel one evening recently. He was Capt. Philo N. 
M’Giffen, of the Chinese Navy, who has seen as much 
real fighting, perhaps, as any European or American 
since the close of the Franco-Prussian war. Capt. M’Gif- 
fen was in command of a Chinese ironclad at the battle 
of the Yalu River, and received injuries there from 
which he will never recover. In the course of the battle 
all the hair was burned off his head and face, and his 
eyes were burned. He has never regained his eyesight 
fully, although his hair has grown out again. He said, 
in speaking of the condition of affairs in the far Hast: 
‘When China went to war she had a navy and an army 
that were reeking with corruption. The Chinese as 
fighters are cowards. Some of the lower grade of Chi- 
nese fight with animal-like intelligence, but when our 
ship went into action at Port Arthur I was surprised to 
find that my brave lieutenants had fled from the gun 
decks, and were down below the waterline. Only one 
or two of the entire list of officers remained at their 
posts. Everything was confusion from start to finish 
in that battle, and I cannot speak intelligently about it, 
as I lost my sight soon after the vessels had closed in. I 
will never forget the look of joy on the face of the Ad- 
miral of our fleet, who stood on the bridge with a glass, 
when the Japanese fleet slowly swung around and turned 
tail. He cried in Chinese, again and again: “They flee! 
they flee!’ He saw the chance of escaping a battle; but 
the Japs were too sharp. They merely swung into bet- 
ter position, and then came down hard. His look of an- 
- when he saw that he must fight was almost pa- 
thetic.’ ”

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CANET ELECTRIC TURRETS. 
(From the London “Engineer,” Jan. 17.) 


We may say in introducing the following brief de- 
scription of the newest patterns of Canet electric worked 
turrets, which we have obtained from the manufactur- 
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the turret of the 12-cm. gun a motor of 3 horse power is 
sufficient. 

The ammunition hoist of the +24-cm. gun turret is 
worked by a motor of 8 horse pores, It is controlled 
by a commutator of a special kind, provided with auto- 
matic return to either end of its range, and with special

ers, that the general principles said to characterize the 
working of French turrets are alternative hand gear, 
the provision of automatic return of all lever handles to 
their original place directly they are released, by means 
of counterweights; and the provision of safety gear, so 
as to guard against all mistakes and accidents as far as 
possible in action. In the hydraulic working the rota- 
tion of the turret is generally effected by a simple appli- 
cation of chains and hydraulic cylinders. It may be 
seen that the same general principles are kept in view 
in the electric system of Canet, in which the French 
government has taken the lead of England. Our own 
Powerful and Terrible have barbette mountings for 9.2- 
inch guns worked by electricity, which appear to be ex- 
cellent, but the ships will not be in commission for some 
time to come. 

The Société des Forges et Chantiers de la Méditer- 


ranée have turned out or have now in progress nearly 
forty turrets worked by electricity for the Latouche- 
Tréville, the Jauréguiberry, the d’Entrecasteaux, the 
lothuau, the St. Louis, the Captain Prat, the Skjold 
and the Carlos V. Those last completed, which have 
embodied in them the newest improvements, are for the 
Danish coast defense ship Skjold. The work supplied in- 
cludes (1) one Canet turret for a 24-cm. gun, (2) three 
Canet turrets for 12-cm. guns. These are closed turrets, 
and, as in all others of the same type, the electric gear 
is supplemented by alternative hand gear, with provision 
for instantly changing by means of switches from one 
system to the other. In the 24-cm. gun turret electric 
working is applied to laying the gun and also to raising 
the ammunition. In the 12-cm. turrets it is applied only 
to laying the gun. In the latter hand gear provides such 
efliciency and speed that there is no necessity for having 
recourse to an electric motor. 

The electric apparatus for laying the gun is of the 
type known as the “cartouche électrique type.” Excel- 
lent results, we are told, were obtained with this sys- 
tem on the Latouche-Tréville, and these have been en- 
tirely confirmed by trials which took place at Havre in 
the presence of the Danish Commission, and which have 
given prominence again to the great accuracy with which 
laying can be performed by the use of the “cartouche 
électrique,” identified with the names Canet, Hillairet 
and Hugnet. Not only has the Captain of the gun com- 
plete control throughout, whatever may be the velocity 
of rotation of the turret, so that he can stop it dead, but 
also in laying he can at will, in either direction, make 
corrections less than the fortieth of a degree. These 
trials have been repeated many times before a great 
number of officers. 

Thanks to the special arrangements which character- 
ize the Canet turret system, and to the adjustment of 
weight, the work necessary to give rotation to the run- 
ning weight is reduced to a minimum. Thus for the mo- 
tor for rotation of the turret of the 24-cm. gun, the nom- 
inal power is 15 horse power, and hardly two-thirds of 
this amount is ordinarily required. For the rotation of 





safety arrangements to prevent the possibility of acci- 
dent. 

The engravings show the general arrangements of the 
turrets. No attempt is here made to give a lengthened 
description in detail. 


AUTOMATIC GUNS. 

We observe that an inference has been drawn from 
the reported failure of the Maxim gun in the expedition 
of Dr. Jameson against the Boers to the discredit of all 
automatic guns. Oonclusions of any kind drawn from 
the imperfect reports of the raid on the Boers must of 
necessity be misleading. There is no indication that the 
Jameson expedition was conducted with military skill, or 
that the weapons in possession of the raiders were prop- 
erly handled in ordinary artillery fire. Heating of the 
gun is one of the difficulties with which the skilled artil- 
leryman must learn how to deal. In view of the large 
loss of the attacking party in South Africa and the small 
loss of the Boers, who were hurried out to defend their 
homes on Sunday, a day they observe with Puritan 
strictness, the inference is against the proper handling 
of the guns. The heroism of the Wnglish party is found 
recorded only in the songs of the London concert halls 
and the doggerel of the uew English poet laureate, striv- 
ing to earn his butt of sack. There was plenty of pluck 
without doubt among the young Wnglisir bloods, the fa- 
vorites of London society, who took part with Jamison, 
but the spectacle of their leader bursting into tears when 
defeated is not an heroic one. At all events it would be 
ditlicult to draw military. conclusions from such an un- 
military expedition. We are surprised, therefore, to see 
vur contemporary, the Hartford “Times,” making news- 
paper reports from South Africa the basis for a scandal- 
ous attack upon the naval board recommending the Colt. 
The “Times” goes so far as to say, in speaking of 
automatic guns: *‘Every one who has ever witnessed their 
operation knows that in action they must and do inva- 
riably become overheated and useless. They have ut- 
terly failed in a trial test at Washington during the 
past month, and yet there are naval officers in high po- 
sitions at Washington who are said to have a financial 
interest in securing the adoption of the Maxim gun by 
the Navy Department and the ordering of a large num- 
ber of these worse than useless weapons. We again 
suggest that this is a matter which Congress ought to 
look into at once.” 

There is a committee of the Senate now investigating 
such matters. If our contemporary and its Washington 
ally have evidence to support these charges they should 
hasten to present it, or else stand convicted of willful 
slander. We learn that what prompted the decision of 
the naval board was their appreciation of the fact that 
the Colt automatic gun was so light and handy that it 
requires but one, or, at the most, two, men to operate it. 
Its weight is thirty-nine pounds, and it claims 800 
rounds a minute. One man can carry it on his shoul- 
der and operate it, the only operation required outside of 
firing being the renewal of the cartridge belt, which can 
be done with little loss of time, and a second man, who 
is required to carry the tripod, can renew the belt. Not 
being disturbed in its aim by the motion of a crank, the 
fire of the automatic gun is so perfect that one can al- 
most write his name on the target with the bullets from 
it. The board did not accept the conclusions of the 
critics who assert that the Colt gun has not been devel- 
oped sufficiently to put into active service; that it is lia- 
ble to break down at the slightest provocation, ete. They 
report that in all of the firings of the Colt automatic 
gun during the recent competitive test there was noth- 
ing to show that it would not stand indefinitely the hard- 
est kind of usage. In the findings of the board which 
conducted the competition, it is stated that the auto- 
matic system had reached a stage of development where 
it could be considered durable, safe and eflicient. For 
these reasons it recommended the adoption of the Colt 
svstem. It is not the Maxim system, and whatever may 
be said for and against that does not necessarily apply 
to it. The board have a clear right to express their opin- 
ion, whatever others may think, without being accused 
of venality. 


There has been an unnecessary amount of talk made 
over the failure of the Lancaster to earlier reach Monte- 
video. This vessel left Newport early in November for 
the South Atlantic station with a draft of men for the 
Newark, Yantic and Castine. Capt. Bainbridge-Hoff, 
commanding this vessel, found it necessary to put in to 
Madeira and later at Cape Verde. His explanation to 
the Department was that he was compelled to go out of 
his course by reason of head winds, etc. This explana- 
tion is papesbeedy one that fully covers the action of 
Capt. Hoff in putting in with his vessel at Madeira and 
at Cape Verde and should be accepted as satisfactory by 
the Department.. Capt. Hoff is a splendid sailor and has 
an excellent record. Delay on account of head winds 
has often been experienced. by naval officers and no 
blame whatever has attach to them. W then, 
should any criticism be made of Capt. Hoff? e De- 
partment, we understand, is considering Capt. Hoff'’s ex- 
planation. It, being a good one, should be accepted,

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Brady 
for desertion and found guilty, the reviewing authority, 
Maj. Gen. Merritt, says: 

“The court excepted in its sentence of forfeiture of 
may and allowances the sum of ten dollars. Under ex- 
isting regulations payment thereof cannot legally be 
made unless there is a sufficient balance to his credit 
after all authorized stoppages are deducted. Upon his 
desertion the soldier forfeited all pay and allowances 
then due him, and under a discharge from the service 
by way of punishment he will not be entitled to the 
travel allowances granted other soldiers by section 1,290 
Revised Statutes. His retained pay will be forfeited 
by operation of law upon sentence of dishonorable dis- 
charge. Nothing remains, therefore, due the prisoner 
than his pay and clothing allowances from the date of 
his surrender; all of which did not amount to ten dol- 
lars on the date of his conviction, and against which 
there are doubtless authorized charges and stoppages. 
Under these circumstances there was no proper basis 
for the exception made by the court. Irrespective of 
these grounds the soldier has rendered no service to the 
Government since his surrender. Whenever a soldier 
upon conviction of desertion is sentenced to dishonorable 
discharge it is generally the rule to accompany the same 
with forfeiture of all pay and allowances due. In the 
opinion of the reviewing authority there is nothing in 
this case to justify a departure from this rule. Subject 
to these remarks the sentence is approved. (S. O. 1, D 
Mo., Jan. 2.) 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Brady 
for violation of 33d and 62d Articles of War, the review- 
ing authority, Gen. Merritt, says: “The prisoner was 
charged in the first specification to the charge of con- 
duet to the prejudice, etc., with creating a disturbance 
in the streets of the city of Sault Ste. Marie, thereby ne- 
cessitating his arrest by the civil authorities and his 
confinement in the city jail. Upon the motion of the 
prisoner and on the ground that no military offense was 
averred this specification was stricken out by the court. 
The reviewing authority cannot concur in this action of 
the court. The 54th Article of War makes it the duty 
of every officer commanding in quarters or garrison to 
keep good order, and to the utmost of his power, redress 
all abuses or disorders which may be committed by any 
officer or soldier, and the term good order referred to in 
the 62d Article of War, while referring mainly to the 
order of the service, also includes in cases of breaches 
of the peace by persons in the military service, the order 
of the civil community. The specification and the charge 
constitute a valid pleading; and the president in his code 
distinetly recognized this offense by determining the 
maximum punishment to be administered. The action 
of the court in this particular is disapproved. The sen- 
tence is approved and will be duly executed. (S. O. 5, 
D. Mo., Jan. 9.) ;

BILL TO REORGANIZE NAVY PAY CORPS. 


S. 1727—Mr. Cameron (by request): To organize the 
list of the corps shall consist of 13 captains and pay di- 
rectors, 13 commanders and pay inspectors, 40 lieuten- 
ant commanders and paymasters, 20 lieutenants and 
passed assistant paymasters and 20 junior lieutenants 
and assistant paymasters. Sec. 2. Vacancies in the 

rade of junior lieutenant and assistant paymaster shail 
be filled by appointment from graduates of from 25 to 
30 years of age not above the grade of junior lieutenant. 

Sec. 3. That the chief of the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts shall have the rank of Rear Admiral, with the 
title of Paymaster General of the Navy, and shall be 
appointed for four years from pay officers not below the 
grade of lieutenant commander. Sec. 4. That an officer 
of the Pay Corps of the Navy may be detailed as assist- 
ant paymaster general, with the rank of Commander. 
Sec. 5. Chiefs of the bureau shall be retired with the 
rank of Rear Admiral. Sec. 6. That every officer of the 
Pay. Corps of the Navy shall, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, give bond. Sec. 7. That officers of 
the Pay Corps of the Navy shall not be entitled, in vir- 
tue of their rank, to command in the line or other staff 
corps; but all officers, by virtue of their commissions, 
may command enlisted men. Sec. 8. Requires examina- 
tion for promotion by a board of officers of the Vay 
Corps senior to him. Sec. 9. That new commissions 
shall be issued in conformity with the provisions of this 
act, and no ollicer now in the Pay Corps of the Navy 
shall lose status or pay by the establishment of new 
grades and rank herein provided. Sec. 10. That all of- 
ficers of the Pay Corps of the Navy of and above the 
grade of lieutenant commander, after thirty-five years 
of service, may, upon their own application, be placed 
upon the retired list with the rank and three-fourths of 
the sea pay of the grade they hold.

Should the plate pass the usual ballistic test the 
Department mer decide to accept the group. The plate 
is, however, deficient in nickel, and the authorities are 
anxious to ascertain what the effect of a 12-inch shell 
upon such armor will be. 

It is doubtful now whether Capt. G. A. Armes, U. 8. 
A., retired, will be brought to trial. In accordance with 
the request of Mr. Morrison, representing the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department, Salen Bradley on Thurs- 
day last revoked his decision, as directed by the Court

of Appeals. Mr. Morrison did not ask for any actual 
return by the court of the body of Capt. Armes, but 
asked a-judgment by Justice Bradley in accordance with 
the decision of the Court of Apecel reversing that of 
Justice Bradley and waiving all that portion relating to 
the issuance of a warrant for the retired officer’s arrest. 
The doubt as to the trial results from the fact that Sec- 
retary Lamont directed Mr. Morrison to ask the court 
simply to leave the matter of arrest with the military 
authorities. In case the Sat fails to order a 
court within forty days from Thursday it will have one 
year in which to try Capt. Armes on the charge pre- 
ferred against him and if he is not tried by the expira- 
tion of that time then he is not amenable to military 
law for the offense with which he is charged.

Secretary Lamont is now preparing a bill for the reor- 
ganization of the Army to be submitted to the Military 
Affairs Committees of the two Houses of Congress. 
Data are being collected for him, and the bills introduced 
in Congress, suggested to the Department, and prepared 
by Gen. Miles, are all meeting with consideration. From 
these the best features will be incorporated in the meas- 
ure which he proposes to submit. There is little reason 
to believe that Secretary Lamont will radically depart 
from the measure which he prepared and submitted to 
the Congressional Military Affairs Committee at the last 
session of Congress. In that measure much thought 
was given and the Secretary looked upon it as the best 
measure he could get up for the reorganization of the 
Army. The bill was not intended to be final, but was 
merely in the nature of a suggestion to be acted upon 
by the committees as they might see fit. Nothing can 
be said positively, however, as the Secretary has not 
definitely decided what to do. The report has been 
spread around the Department that in view of the Sec- 
retary’s action in preparing a bill he will not transmit 
the several measures which have been submitted to him 
by Gen. Miles-for transmission to Congress. This re- 
port cannot be verified. It has also been stated that the 
Secretary might in the end transmit them, expressing 
disapproval of their provisions. We doubt this statement 
very much, In the first place, the Secretary and Gen. 
Miles are both advocates of the three-battalion forma- 
tion for the infantry arm, and there are other points in 
Army reorganization upon which the Secretary and Gen. 
Miles agree. We believe that the Secretary will not hes- 
itate to lay before Congress Gen. Miles’ measures, even 
though he intends to submit a bill himself. Gen. Miles 
is not making any headway with the bill for the reor- 
ganization of the cavalry, having decided to let that rest 
for the present, evidently for the purpose of seeing what 
action Secretary Lamont takes upon the bills which he 
has already submitted to him for transmission to Con- 
gress,

Our Russian exchange, the “Novosty,” devotes a 
large amount of space to the discussion of the Presi- 
dent’s Venezuela message, and in general re-echoes the 
criticisms of the English press, without, however, ex- 
tending its sympathy to Lord Salisbury. “The question 
at issue between the United States and England,” says 
the ‘“‘Novosty,” in the course of a long editorial article, 
“has assumed such a character that the European Pow- 
ers can scarcely give their sympathy to either party. 
With no detriment to herself England might have ac- 
cepted the proposal to have the matters settled by a 
court of arbitration; while the United States, on the other 
hand, makes no pretensions with which no European Pow- 
er can agree.”’ Elsewhere it observes that President Cleve- 
land has sought “to incorporate the Monroe Doctrine as 
a principle of International Law, by the simple declara- 
tion of an interested power. In this way it would be 
possible to make any notion one pleased, a principle of 
International Law.” As to Russia’s course in the dis- 
pute the “Novosty” is non-committal, although it inti- 
mates, and in so doing it probably reflects the opinion of 
the government, that “Russia as a peaceful power might 
make common cause with Germany and France, to de- 
nounce the extraordinary extension and development of 
the Monroe Doctrine, and especially to condemn its in- 
troduction into the code of International Law.” Dis- 
cussing the prospects of war, the “Novosty” thinks that 
“the great ocean which separates the United States and 
England will mitigate the force of the collision,” al- 
though everything will rest ultimately on the findings of 
the special Commission, as well as upon the character of 
that body. “If this Commission shall assume the char- 
acter of a supreme court, to whose decisions England 
must submit without appeal, then war in some form or 
other is unavoidable. But the findings of the Commis- 
sion may take quite a different character, serving merely 
as the basis for a future court of arbitration.” Assum- 
ing war to be among the possibilities, the ““Novosty” 
proceeds to inquire into the probable outcome of such an 
eventuality, and after pointing out that with the pos- 
sible exception of New York, none of our seaboard cities 
are adequately protected, concludes that ‘‘our military 
force is as weak as our fleet. We have plenty of the 
‘materials of war,’ but have nothing ready,’ and that, 
consequently, in the event of war we “must certainly 
lose. The moment for enforcing the Monroe Doctrine 
by force of arms was not wisely chosen.” The “No- 
vosty,” which is generally well informed on foreign 
topics, falis into two curious errors in discussing the 
President’s Venezuela message; first, by affirming that 
our anti-British sentiment is directed “against England 
as the chief obstacle in the way of Canadian annexa- 
tion.” and, second, by identifying the Monroe Doctrine 
with the policy of “protection.” 


We learn through our Russian exchanges, the “No- 
vosty” and the “St. Peterburgskya Jhizn,” that with the 





concurrence of the Ministers of War and of the Navy 
the Holy Synod has issued a decree exempting the graj. 
uates of seminaries, who shall afterward enter the sery. 
ice of the Orthodox Church from military duty. Froy 
the same source we are informed that the Special Con. 
mission assembled in St. Petersburg toward the end o; 
last month to determine the route along which the rajj. 
way connecting the Siberian line with the general Ry. 
sian system possessed no power beyond the mere collea 
tion of evidence on the main question, as to whether th. 
Siberian line is to be considered as building in the inte;. 
esets of Moscow or St. Petersburg. It is announcaj 
that the Commission charged with the revision of the 
existing system of military punishments is nearly reajy 
to submit its report. The unsatisfactory character of 
the existing system was recognized by competent mij. 
tary authorities as far back as 1875. The present Com. 
mission was formed in 1880 and with various interrup. 
tions, has been at work ever since. The decree just js. 
sued whereby the management of the Russian prisons jy 
transferred from the Minister of Internal Affairs to th 
Minister of Justice, is appreciatively commented upon by 
our Russian exchanges. The ‘‘Novosty” reviews the 
prison legislation during the past thirty years, while the 
“Nedelya” exclaims with enthusiasm that under the new 
system it will be impossible for prisoners to serve fo; 
terms either longer or shorter than those to which they 
were sentenced, and that the old abuse whereby pris. 
oners sentenced to undergo a specified kind of punish. 
ment suffered something quite different, is completely 
eradicated. We note in passing that under the former 
arrangement it. often happened that the court had no 
means of following the fortunes of criminals after con- 
viction, since the execution of the imposed sentences 
was vested entirely with the Minister of the Interior, who 
either from caprice or insufficient information regarding 
some particular case, often manage to defeat the enjs 
of justice. 

The General Society of the Sons of the Revolution, at 
their last annual meeting, adopted a resolution appoint: 
ing a committee to urge upon the present Congress the 
appropriation of a suitable sum for the erection of a 
monument to John Paul Jones, and the following con- 
mittee was appointed: Rear Adml. John Grimes Walk- 
er, U. S. N., of the District of Columbia Society; Chief 
Engr. Louis J. Allen, U. S. N., of the New York Society; 
Capt. R. S. Cullum, U. 8S. M. C., of the Pennsylvania 
Society; O. A. Kirkland, Esq., of the Maryland Society; 
A. B. Denny, Esq., of the Massachusetts Society. A bill 
has been introduced in Congress appropriating $50,000 
for a statue harmonious in general design with the 
statue of Lafayette, already erected at the southeast cor- 
ner of Lafayette square, to be erected at the southwest 
corner of said square, facing the Navy Department, in 
memory of Commo. John Paul Jones, as a slight tribute 
from this republic to his glorious services in the cause 
of liberty while fighting under the national emblem of 
his adopted country. A preamble to the bill recites the

Gen. Thomas Ewing, who died Jan. 21 at his home in 
New York City from injuries received by being knocked 
down by a cable car on the morning of Jan. 20, was 4 
son of Senator Thomas Ewing, of Ohio, was born in 
Lancaster Aug. 7, 1829, and was educated at Brown 
University, which gave him the degree of A. M. in 1800. 
He was private secretary to President Taylor from 184! 
to 1850, and subsequently studied law in Cincinnati, 
where he began to practice his profession. In 1856 he 
removed to Leavenworth, Kan., and became a member 
of the Leavenworth Constitutional Convention of 185%, 
and in 1861 became the Chief Justice of the State. He 
was a delegate to the Peace Conference of 1860. He re- 
signed his judgeship in 1862, recruited the Bleventh 
Kansas Regiment, was made its Colonel and served 
with distinction in the Civil War, taking part in the bat- 
tles of Fort Wayne, Cane Hill and Prairie Grove. He 
was made Brigadier General March 13, 1863, for gal- 
lantry at the last-named battle, commanded the district 
of the border and subsequently at Pilot Knob, Sept. 28, 
1864, with a thousand men held his position against the 
repeated assaults of the Confederates under Sterling 
Price, thus checking the invasion of Missouri. He made 
a retreat to Rolla in 1864 and in 1865 was breveted 
Major General of volunteers. He resigned Feb. 23, 
1865, and practiced law in Washington, D. C., but re 
turned to Lancaster, Ohio, in 1871, and in 1877-81 was 
a member of Congress, where he prepared a bill to es 
tablish a bureau of labor statistics. He also actively 
supported the measures that stopped the use of troops 
at the polls, advocated the remonetization of silver and 
the retention of greenback currency. In 1879 he was 
the unsuccessful candidate for Governor of Ohio. At 
the close of his last term in Congress he declined a re 
nomination, and removed to New York City, where he 
practiced law, and since has been the seniér member 
of the firm of Ewing, Whitman & Ewing. He was 4 
brother-in-law of the late Gen. William T. Sherman. The 
New York Commandery of the Loyal Legion, the Ohio 
Society and many warm friends and comrades united 
to tender the last tokens of respect at the funeral! 
services, which took place at Yonkers, Jan. 24.

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NAVAL POLICY. 


Our thanks are due to the editor of the “Proceedings 
»f the U. 8S. Naval Institute” for advanced sheets of the 
forthcoming number of that valuable quarterly.

submitting to be plundered.” The appeals of the Execu- 
tive were not without avail, for Congress appropriated 
the funds, though not with sufficient promptness and 
liberality to enable the Department to have a single 
ship of seventy-four guns ready to take part in the war 
of 1812. 

We have to-day three armored battleships (the equiva- 
lent of the 74-gun ships of Mr. Stoddert’s time) in serv- 
ice, and five “authorized and building,” total eight, as 
against twelve of the old Navy. We have, it is true, the 
armored cruiser, the equivalent of the “strong frigate” 
of 1801, and the coast defense vessels, but it is the ves- 
sel of such high offensive and defensive powers as to 
enable her to form part of the line of battle that counts 
in estimating the real strength of a fleet. The sooner 
this country learns to take its Navy seriously the better 
will it be for its peace and prosperity. 


JUDGE ADVOCATES GENERAL. 


It may be, as Col. William Winthrop argues, that the 
War Department needs a civilian lawyer as legal ad- 
viser. If so, he should belong, not to the Army, but to 
the civil department of the government. The Army 
ought not to be loaded with civilians having military 
rank and military titles, and a man who is a lawyer and 
nothing but a lawyer ought not to desire them. .The log- 
ical deduction from the statement of Col. Winthrop is 
that the corps of Judge Advocates should be abolished. 
The arguments in favor of giving a place in that depart- 
ment to a civilian are not new; they have been discussed 
over and over again at the mess table or around the 
camp fire or in the lyceum of nearly every command in 
the Army. They are but a reiteration, fortified by more 
copious illustration and additional “‘modern instances” 
of the contention that the Judge Advocate General’s de- 
partment should be transferred to the civil service. If 
it has been so transformed and enlarged through legisla- 
tion and a change in its methods of conducting business 
that it has lost its military character, and has ceased to 
be primarily and chiefly a department of military disci- 
pline, it is difficult to see why it should not be separated 
from the Army altogether, as the weather bureau has 
been. In that case the Judge Advocates can be replaced 
by civilians or clerks and civil service men on lower sal- 
aries, and the $50,000 now appropriated annually for the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department can be stricken 
from the Army bill. 

We should greatly regret to see such a result, but this 
is the just and inevitable conclusion of the argument 
that seeks to shut the door upon appointment of Army 
officers as Judge Advocates. It is difficult to maintain 
an eflticient Army in a republic at best, and if its disci- 
plinary methods and measures are to be supervised by 
a civil service corps, a body of men who perhaps never 
saw a garrison and who are strangers, except through 
reading Capt. King’s novels, to the actual conditions of 
military life, the sooner the Army is relieved of the 
corps of Judge Advocates the better. 

If the War Department is burdened with so much ad- 
ditional professional work, requiring legal talent of ex- 
ceptional ability and court-room experience, a solicitor 
should be provided for it, and we conclude, from what 
Col. Winthrop says, that Mr. Morrison, now chief clerk 
of the Judge Advocate General’s office, would make an 
excellent man for the place. The Judge Advocates 
should be left to discharge their proper functions, being 
those for which they were originally created. If the 
rank or pay or number of officers in the corps is in ex- 
cess of the needs of the office, let them be reduced. But 
so long as the corps is a military department, and so 
closely related to the discipline and welfare of the whole 
Army, let us keep it military in character and in person- 
nel, as well as in name. 

There are enough well qualified Army officers to dis- 
charge the duties of Judge Advocate, men of large expe- 
rience with troops, thoroughly imbued with the military 
spirit and learned in military and international law. To 
select in preference to one of these bright and capable 
officers a civilian who has never served an hour in the 
Army, and who has but a theoretical knowledge of the 
customs and usages of the service would, in our judg- 
ment, be a most unfortunate mistake. It would weaken 
the influence of the Judge Advocates’ department for all 
time to come, and would start an agitation for the re- 
moval of that department from its connection with the 
Army as effective as it has been in the case of the 
weather bureau. 

The British Army has a Judge Advocate General who 
has until quite recently been a political officer, changing 
with the government; a Deputy Judge Advocate who is 
a barrister and a permanent official, and a second Dep- 
uty Judge Advocate who is a military staff officer, hav- 
ing experience of military law and whose office it is to 
supply the knowledge of military regulation and usage. 
The Judge Advocate General acts practically as a final 
court of appeal in military trials and is independent of 
the Secretary of State for War and of the military au- 
thorities. Though he has no appellate jurisdiction, aid 
cannot set aside a conviction, his advice that a convic- 
tion cannot legally stand is invariably accepted. He re- 
ports direct to the sovereign whether a trial has been 
conducted according to law and whether the proceedings, 
ete., should be approved. He acts, in short, as legal ad- 
viser to the crown and as an impartial assessor between 
the crown and the prisoner. He appoints deputies to at- 
tend courts martial and watch the proceedings as legal 
advisers to the court. General officers commanding 
abroad have power under their warrants to appoint a 


suitable officer to act as Judge Advocate at any general 
or district court martial within their command. A re- 
vision of our system of administering military law upon 
these lines might be advisable, but in that case there 
should be a distinct line of separation between the sol- 
dier and the lawyer, as there is in the British service. 
The proper insignia for a barrister is a robe and not a 
uniform. Any different conclusion would result in a move- 
ment to abolish the corps of Judge Advocates General, 
which would in the end succeed. If the value of Mr. 
Morrison’s service is beyond his compensation that 
should be increased, but it is not just, either to him or to 
the Army, that he should be required to masquerade as 
a military man, for he does not claim to be one. 


The excitement created in England by the dispatch 
sent by the Emperor of Germany expressing sympathy 
with the Boers, is in part explained by the relations 
some of the participants in the attack upon them bear 
to the court circle in England. Concerning one of these 
the “Army and Navy Gazette” says: “No event of a 
purely personal nature that reached England from Kru- 
gersdorp excited so much interest—an interest of a most 
painful kind—as the reported death of Capt. the Hon. 
Charles Coventry, second son of the Earl and Countess 
of Coventry. There are few men who exercise a greater 
personal charm or wield a more convincing influence over 
those with whom they come in contact than does 
‘Charlie Coventry,’ as he is known to his intimates. 
Added to this is the immense popularity of the Earl of 
Coventry, not only with those who are personally ac- 
quainted with him, but with the great body of English- 
men who so fondly and devotedly love a true all-round 
sportsman. Both of these denominations apply to the 
present Master of the Horse. Add to these the many 
lovable attributes of his son and some idea may be ob- 
tained of the dismay with which the country received 
the information, which happily proved untrue, of the 
young man’s death, and of the delight that was felt 
when the telegram arrived stating that he was alive, 
but, although suffering from a flesh wound, was out of 
danger.”

Arthur, flagship of the British Pacific squad- 
ron, has been ordered home and, according to a dispatch 
from Victoria, B. C., Jan, 18, it is pretty generally un- 
derstood in British naval circles here that the relief for 
the Royal Arthur will be one of the new 14,500-ton bat- 
tleships. Since the Warspite left the Pacific the British 
squadron in these waters has been made up solely of par- 
tially protected and unprotected cruisers. Vice-Adml. 
Stephenson, now on the Royal Arthur, returns with that 
vessel to England.

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has made a 
favorable report on the bill to establish a naval train- 
ing station on Goat Island, in San Francisco Bay, and 
on the bill to promote Comdr. Louis C. Sartori, retired, 
to be a Rear Admiral on the retired list, with an amend- 
ment providing that no additional back pay shall be al- 
lowed. Also an adverse report on the bill providing for 
the construction of a dry dock at Key West, Fla., the 
Secretary of the Navy having advised against it. The 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs has reported ad- 
versely the bill to establish a military post at or near 
Grand Forks, N. D. :

The time of the Senate has been so fully occupied this 
week in the discussion of the financial measure now un- 
der consideration that executive sessions have been few 
and brief. Consequently the nomination of Gen. Cop- 
pinger and the infantry promotions depending upon his 
confirmation have not been taken up. It is expected 
that there will be some debate on Gen, Coppinger’s nom- 
ination, but no real opposition is expected from any quar- 
ter and his confirmation in the end is assured. Senator 
Hawley will call the matter up at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. , 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reporte! 
favorably the bill to promote Lieut. Comdr. R. M. G. 
Brown, U. 8S. N., retired, to be a Commander on the re- 
tired list. The committee is making slow progress with 
its inquiry into the detaiis of armor contracts. At its 
last meeting it had before it the record in the case of 
James R. Davies against the Harvey Steel Co. in the 
Supreme Court of the State of New York. This record 
showed that Comdr. W. M. Folger, while on leave, was 
employed by the company on Jan. 10, 1893, at a salary 
of $5,000 a year, and redeived 200 shares of stock, hav-., 
ing a par value of $100 per share. Comdr. Folger and 
other officers will be called to give testimony. The com- 
mittee devoted very little time to the direct subject un 
der consideration, but discussed at length the proposition 
embodied in Senator Smith’s bill to establish an armor 
factory in the District of Columbia. It is not probable 
that favorable action will be taken on this bill. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs have report- 
ed favorably the bill to place Alexander S. Webb on the 
retired list of the Army with the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel. 

The Urgent Deficiency Appropriation bill has been re- 
ported to the Senate with amendments appropriating 
$30,000 for horses for the cavalry and artillery, $50,000 
for completing dry dock No. 3 at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard and $2,000 for repairs to the buildings at the Naval 
War College. 

The Senate has passed the House bill providing for a 
chaplain at the West Point Military Academy with 
amendments striking out the provision that the appoint- 
ment shall be made from civil life, and providing that 
the appointment shall be made by the President instead 
of by the Secretary of War, and that the chaplain shall 
have the rank and pay of professors instead of Captain 
mounted. 

The Sub-Committees on Appropriations for the Service 
Committee of the House of Representatives have devoted 
the entire week to the consideration of the Army and 
Navy Appropriation bills. The Army bill will probably 
be reported to the House on Tuesday next. It will con- 
tain no new legislation of any kind, but the amount ap- 
propriated will be somewhat larger than last year, the 
object of the committee being to avoid, as far as possi- 
ble, all necessity for deficiency appropriations at the 
next session of Congress. The Naval bill has not pro- 
gressed as far as the Army bill. The sub-committee has 
heard all the bureau chiefs on their respective estimates 
and has the first draft of the bill in shape. The matter 
of the increase of the Navy has not yet been taken up. 
The members of the committee generally seem to be in 
favor of a liberal provision for new vessels, but Chair- 
man Boutelle is inclined to be rather conservative and it 
is probable that the bill as reported to the House will 
not go as far as many members of the committee and of 
the House would favor. If the committee does not offer 
an adequate increase amendments providing for more 
vessels will be offered in the House, and if they are re- 
jected there it is probable that they will be incorporated 
by the Senate. 

The Secretary of the Navy has transmitted to the 
House of Representatives an estimate of $500,000 for 
the construction of two practice sailing vessels for the 
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use of the Naval Cadets at the Annapolis Naval Acad- 
emy, accompanied by a strong letter from the superin- 
tendent of the academy urgently recommending the pro- 
vision of such vessels. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has report- 
ed favorably the bill to relieve Brig. Gen. William P. 
Carlin, retired, from liability for $1,108.85 for expenses 
incurred in the rescue of a party of lost citizens. The 
committee has also reported favorably the bill for the 
transfer of the Fort Omaha Military Reservation to the 
State of Nebraska. 

The Senate Committee on Pensions has reported favor- 
ably the bill to pension Mrs. Eleanor Carroll Poe, widow 
of the late Bvt. Brig. Gen. O. M. Poe, C. E., at the rate 
of $100 per month; the bill to increase the pension of 
Gen. Nathan Kimball to $100 per month; the bill to 
pension Mrs. Jane Stewart Whiting, widow of the late 
Commo. William D. Whiting, U. = N., at the rate of 
$75 per month; also the bill increasing the pension of 
Mrs. Celeste A. Boughton, widow of the late Bvt. 
Brig. Gen. Horace Boughton, to $75 per month; also the 
bill increasing the pension of Mrs. Mary W. Keefe, wid- 
ow of the late Capt. Joseph Keefe, to $30 per month. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably the bill promoting Capt. George H. Perkins, 
U. S. N., retired, to be a Commodore on the retired list. 

The Acting Secretary of the Treasury has transmitted 
to Congress an estimate from Secretary of War Lamont 
asking for a deficiency appropriation of $49,000 to pur- 
chase horses for the cavalry and artillery during the 
remainder of the present fiscal year. 

Assistant Secretary of War Doe has transmitted to the 
House of Representatives the following revised draft of 
Section 5 of the bill to amend the Summary Court act: 
See. 5. That when any person not in the military serv- 
ice who appears before a general court martial of the 
Army as a witness refuses to take the oath, or aflirma- 
tion as such, or being lawfully ordered by it to testify 
or to produce any document or other subject of evidence 
under his control, refuses or willfully fails to obey such 
order, any such refusal or failure shall be a misdemean- 
or, and such person on conviction thereof in a district 
court of the United States shall be punished with im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, or both. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs finished the 
Army appropriation bill on Friday. The total appropria- 
tion carried is $23,275,902, $817,000 less than the esti- 
mates. The most important new legislation carried by 
the bill is the provision that hereafter all appointments 
to the Pay Corps shall be from the line of the Army. 
Provision is made for toilet articles for military prison- 
ers and for supplying each one of them with a suit of 
clothes and $5 on his discharge from prison. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs on Friday or- 
dered a favorable report on the bill providing that the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy shall have the 
rank of Captain in the Navy, or Colonel in the Marine 
(‘orps, and shall receive the highest pay of such rank. 
This bill also carries a provision which will give Capt. 
Lemly, the present Judge Advocate General, back pay 
amounting to the difference between shore pay and sea 
pay since he has been Judge Advocate General.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. at 4 

The U. S. S. Texas was placed out of commission at 
Neeselt,, Ve Jan. 27, to undergo changes. 

The U. S. 8S. Albatross, Comdr. F. J. Drake, dur- 
ing the remainder of the winter season will be en aged 
in an examination of the coast off shore, from San Diego 
to Cape Lucas, Lower California. 

It has been decided by the Navy Department to supply 
the cruiser Chicago with four Scotch boilers and six coil 
boilers of the Babeock & Wilcox type. With these boil- 
ers it is expected that a horse power of 9,000 will be de- 
veloped, which will give the ship a speed of 15 knots. 
The total cost will be $300,000. \ 

The Naval Examining Board convened on Puesday 
last and resumed its work in connection with the exami- 
nation for promotion of Lieut. Thomas H. Stevens. 
Comdr. William M. Folger appeared before the board. 

It appears to be the intention of the Admiralty to 
radon lace water-tube boilers into all the small 
craft which have hitherto been fitted with locomotive 
marine boilers. ; 

The “Italia Marinaria” credits the Italian government 
with the purpose of building new cruisers to the number 
of thirty, very heavily ‘armed and with a speed of at 
least 23 knots, which are to be pushed forward energet- 
ically. 

The London “Daily News” of Jan. 23 prints a dis- 
patch from its correspondent at Kiel saying that the 
German government has decided upon the construction 
ef twenty torpedo destroyers with a speed of 30 knots, 
and that orders for twelve of the boats have already 
been placed in England. ix 

Mr. Bartlett has introduced in the House a joint reso- 
lution authorizing the building of six new battleships. In 
the Senate Mr. Gallinger has introduced a bill to give 
the widow of Gen. Thomas Ewing a pension of $100 a 
month. 

The London “Times” reports that 18,000,000 roubles 
have been appropriated by the Russian government for 
naval construction during 1896. The main object of 
Russia, according to the dispatch, is that for every new 
warship, especially of the cruiser class which England 
shall add to her fleet, Russia shall produce on equally 
good or superior. The dispatch adds that seven vessels 
ure now in course of construction for the Russian Navy. 
A dispatch of Jan. 26 says: ““The Czar has given his 
sanction to the naval estimates covering a period of 
seven years, beginning in 1896, when 57,500,000 roubles 
will be appropriated for naval purposes. This sum will 
ve increased 500,000 roubles yearly. The figures are 
fixed in proportion to the amounts expended on their 
naval forces by other powers.” 

A Tokyo dispatch of Jan. 9 to the New York “Her- 
ald” says: “It is settled that the new Japanese warships 
to be ordered will be six in number—two line of battle- 
ships and four armored cruisers of the first class. It is 
believed that the 47,000,000 yen asked for by the budget 
will be voted on at once, and the contracts for the ships 
promptly given out. The United States builders may se- 
cure one of the ships, not more.” 

The new gatehouse at the Sands street entrance to the 
Brooklyn (N. Y.) Navy Yard will, it is thought, be ready 
early in March, The cruiser Cincinnati was dry-docked for 
scraping and painting on Jan. 28. The monitor Terror 
is nearly ready for commission. 

A 13-inch gun has been shipped to the Indian Head 
Proving Ground from the Washington Navy Yard, 
where it is to be used to test the 2,000 pounds of smoke- 
less powder manufactured at Newport and brought to 
Iiampton Roads by the battleship Indiana. It is the in- 
tention of the authorities to exhaustively test the sam- 
ple on hand. As higher velocities are obtained from 
smokeless powders a less quantity than the ordinary 
black powder will be used in a single charge. For the 
13-inch gun usually 550 pounds are required if black 
powder is used. The amount of smokeless powder nec- 
essary to produce the same velocity—2,100 feet per sec- 
ond—is only about 300 pounds. It is hoped by the of- 
ficials that results will be cbtained from this powder 
equal to those secured from the smalier calibers with 
the smokeless variety. 

The U. 8S. gunboat Helena was successfully launched 
from the yards of the Newport News Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, Virginia, on Jan. 30, 1896. She is the third and 
last vessel of her class to be launched. She is built of 
steel throughout and depends wholly on steam as her 
motive power. A cut and description of the vessel were 
— oe in the “Army and Navy Journal” of Oct. 26

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CRUISE OF THE BALTIMORE. 


In the shape of this rhyming letter Coxswain J. Calla- 
han sends us this description of personal experiences on 
the Baltimore during her wrestle with a typhoon in 
Japanese waters. If the position of poet laureate of 
England had not just been filled we should recommend 
our correspondent for that place, as his poetry is much 
after the order of that produced by laureate Austin: 


Come all you jolly seamen bold 
And I'll sing to you a song 
Which, with your kind attention, 
Won’t detain you very long. 
"Tis of the cruiser Baltimore 
That I’m about to tell, 
And D-A-Y was our Captain’s name 
Who handled the ship so well. 


While lying in Yokohama, 
Not expecting such a blow, 
We knew across to Honolulu 
We would surely have to go; 
With every man aboard the ship 
As happy as a king. 
When two days out ‘round the cruiser stout 
The wind did whistle and sing. 


We were in east longitude 
A hundred and forty-nine; 
Our latitude was thirty-three 
To nurth’ard of the line; 
Off the Japanese coast, my boys, 
Three bundred miles or more, 
When we struck this blow, as you all know, 
In the cruiser Baltimore. 


The seas ran high as we steamed 
Through the thickest of the gale; 
Thirty-nine we rolled that night— 
We carried no steadying sail. 
The barometer was falling fast, 
The seas were running higher, 
When a green one over the forecastle came 
And put out our galley fire. 


Our grub it was so salty, boys, 
Especially the daily stew; 
he berth decks’ cooks had all gone mad, 
For they all were hungry, too. 
There were pots and pans and corned-beef cans 
All bundled up together; 
Like a Chinese band, it sounded grand, 
In the inclemency of the weather. 


Then Capt. Day came out and said, 
“This lasts too long for me!” 

For he’d resolved to run the ship 
Out of the heavy sea. 

Just then the wind had shifted 
About six points or more— 

The helm was put to starboard 
And we ran her dead before. 


Now the blow was all over, boys, 
But our work had just began; 
The bugle sounded ‘Quarters!’ 
And we to our stations ran. 
The bright work was so rusty 
And the gun covers all tore— 
"Twas a terrible sight in broad daylight 
On the cruiser Baltimore. 


Shine all your shoes— 

You know you must be clean— 

At quarters for inspection 
Every man must toe a seam. 

Of setting-up drill you'll get your fill 
On a modern man-of-war, 

But we won't repent the days we spent 
On the cruiser Baltimore. 
The Washington “Post” published these two para-

Mr. Blunt is a nephew 
of the late Mrs. George H. Pendleton, the wife of the 
late American Minister to Germany. He was educated 
abroad, and appointed to the Army from civil life. The 
contrast between the life at Berlin and Washington and 
a small post on the Rio Grande, where it is hot, isolated 
and monotonous is very great; but Blunt is a soldier who 
can rough it on the frontier with as much nonchalance 
as he can take in a court ball in Berlin, or enjoy club 
life here. Fort Ringgold is considered by Army. officers 
aus a place they would rent, and live in Hades if they 
owned both places. There will be a good-natured, but 
beautiful fight for the next vacancy in the commission 
of Commissary General of Subsistence. The candidates 
are not as thick as leaves in Vallombrosa, but their 
friends are legion.

The efforts of the Navy and Treasury Departments 
to capture a filibustering expedition the early part of the 
week were made unnecessary by the loss of the vessel 
in which it had set forth off the eastern end of Long Isl- 
and. Orders were issued Sunday last by the Navy De- 
partment directing Adml. Bunce, commanding the North 
Atlantic squadron, to dispatch two of his vessels in 
search of the J. W. Hawkins, the steamer upon which 
it was alleged the filibustering party had sailed. In obe- 
dience to these orders the Raleigh and Montgomery were 
sent to sea on Sunday night and have since been out on 
this duty. The Treasury Department on Monday issued 
orders to three revenue cutters, the McLane, Morrill and 
Colfax, to proceed to sea in search of the Hawkins, and 
Collectors of Customs along the coast were instructed 
to keep a sharp lookout for this vessel. Minister de 
Lome described it as the most formidable expedition 
which has left the United States, declaring that it was 
composed of 150 men and had on board arms and am- 
munition. Gen. Garcia, a noted Cuban soldier, was at 
the head of the party. It was reported on Tuesday that 


the Hawkins had foundered off Long Island and the sur- 
vivors took to their boats and were picked up by fishing 
smacks, 


TO REORGANIZE THE NAVY. 


H. R. 4,459—Mr. Hulick: To reorganize the Navy De- 
partment and promote the efficiency of the personnel of 
the Navy of the United States. This bill abolishes the 
bureaus of Yards and Docks and J. A. General and pro- 
vides for the bureaus of Navigation, Naval Construc- 
tion, Steam Engineering, Naval Ordnance, Suppiies, 
Medicine and Law, with chiefs having the titles of Chief 
Navigator, Chief Constructor, Engineer-in-Chief, Chief 
of Ordnance, Paymaster General, Surgeon General, and 
Solicitor General of the Navy, and the salary of a Rear 
Admiral. Sec. 2. That the Assistant Secretary shall, 
under the direction of the Secretary, direct the move- 
ments and employment of officers and keep their record 
of service. The office of Naval Intelligence shall be at- 
tached to this office and also the Division of Yards and 
Docks herein provided for. 

Sections 3 to 9 define the duties of the several bureaus. 


Sec. 10. That any business in the Department of the 
Navy not provided for herein shall be distributed as the 
Secretary of the Navy shall judge to be expedient and 
proper, and that clerks and other employees now in the 
Department shall be reassigned to duties in said Depart- 
ment as the Secretary may deem expedient. 

Sec. 11. Directs as to the gppointment of chiefs. The 
Chief Navigator and Chief Constructor and Chief of 
Ordnance must be appointed from their corps without 
regard to rank; the others may be appointed from civil 
life, except the Solicitor General must be an eminent 
lawyer appointed from civil life. The Division of Yards 
and Docks shall be under a “director of works,” who 
may be appointed from civil life. Sections 13 and 14 
provide for assistant chiefs of bureaus. Sec. 15. That 
after the passage of this act the President shall appoint 
ull tlag oflicers, the Vice-Admiral to be selected from the 
list of Rear Admirals and the Rear Admirals to be se- 
lected from the list of Commodores who have had the 
rank of Commodore at least one year; the Commodores 
to be selected from the first twenty on the list of Cap- 
tains of Navigation and Ordnance; the Captains shall 
nut be selected for flag ranks unless they shall have at 
least four years to serve in those grades before reach- 
ing the age of retirement. 

Scc. 16. Provides for examining boards. Once in two 
years two civilian candidates are to be allowed to com- 
pete for appointment as Captain and every year for an 
uppointment as Commander, Lieutenant Commander and 
Lieutenant. 

Sec. 17. Permits civilian competitions for a vacancy 
in each of the Corps of Navigation and Ordnance, Naval 
Constructors, Steam Engineers, Surgeons and Paymas- 
ters. Oflicers to be eligibie for promotion to the grade 
of Captain must be not less than fifty years of age; to 
the grade of commander must be not less than forty- 
five years of age; to the grade of Lieutenant Commander 
must be not less than thirty-eight years of age; to the 
grade of Licutenant must not be less than thirty years 
of age; to the grade of junior Lieutenant must be net 
less than twenty-four years of age. 

Sections 18-20. Provide for the appointment of war- 
rant oflicers. 

sec. 21. Provides for the appointment of Naval Ca- 


Sec. 22. Provides for the extinguishment of the Ma- 
rine Corps. Graduates who completed their six years’ 
course in 1883 and those junior to them are to be trans- 
ferred to the Corps of Navigation and Ordnance. ‘Ihe 
other marine oflicers are to be retired. A corps of 
watchmen composed of enlisted men of twenty years’ 
service is formed. 

Sec. 23. That the active lists of commissioned and 
warrant officers of the Navy shall be divided into grades 
with titles and ranks as follows: 

(1) Flag ofticers—1 Vice-Admiral, 6 Rear Admirals 
and 4 Commodores. (2) Corps of Navigation and Ord- 
nance—44 Captains, 60 Commanders, 80 Lieutenant 
Commanders, 200 Lieutenants, 100 junior Lieutenants, 
not more than 70 Ensigns, 40 boatswains and 40 gun- 
ners. (3) Corps of Naval Construction—6 as Captain, 10 
as Commander, 12 as Lieutenant Commander, 20 as 
Licutenant, 12 as junior Lieutenant; also not more than 
120 (warrant) Assistant Constructors. (4) Corps otf 
Steam Engineers—S as Captain, 12 as Commander, 5U 
as Lieutenant Commander, 40 as Lieutenant and 30 as 
junior Lieutenant; also not more than 120 (warrant) As- 
sistant Engineers. (5) Me-lical Corps—8 as Captain, 12 
as Commander, 20 as Lieutenant Commander, 40 as 
Lientenant and 20 as junior Lieutenant; also not more 
than 60 (warrant) Assistant Surgeons. (6) Pay Corps—6 
as Captain, 10 as Commander, 20 as Lieutenant Com- 
mander, 30 as Lieutenant and 10 as junior Lieutenant; 
also not more than GO (warrant) Assistant Paymasters. 
(7) Corps of Chaplains—2 as Captain, 3 as Commander, 
5 as Lieutenant Commander, 3 as Lieutenant and 3 as 
junior Lieutenant. (8) Corps of Civil Engineers — 10 
Civil Engineers, 2 as Captain, Commander, Lieutenant 
Commander, Lieutenant and junior Lieutenant. 

Sec. 24. Abolishes professors of mathematics and 
transfers the Naval Observatory to the Smithsonian. 

Sec. 25. Aboiishes carpenters, sailmakers and mates. 

Sec. 26. Permits transferred officers to return to the 
corps from which they come. 

Sec. 27. No oflicer is to lose status by change of titles. 

Sec. 28. That all officers of the Navy shall take rank 
and precedence according to the date of their commis- 
sions, Vice-Admiral, chiefs of bureaus and Rear Ad- 
mirals, Commodores and director of works, assistant 
chiefs of bureaus and Captains, Commanders, Lieuten- 
ant Commanders, Lieutenants, junior Lieutenants and 
Ensigns and warrant officers according to seniority. 

Sec. 29. Prescribes the date for gazetting appoimt- 
ments and promotions. 

Sec. 30. Present otlicers are exempt from examina- 
tions until promoted. 

Sec. 31. That hereafter no officer on the active list of 
the Navy is to be permitted to enter civil employment, 
and all officers on the active list are to perform sea duty 
in regular rotation, according to their grade, except in 
cases of sickness and where the Secretary of the Navy, 
by special order, exempts an oflicer from sea duty for 2 
period not to exceed one year. Chiefs and assistant 
chiefs of bureaus, while serving as such, the first four 
Chaplains, all Civil Engineers, and the first ten officers 
of all the other corps (excepting flag officers) shail not 
be required to perform sea duty in time of peace. 

Sec. 32. That during the first year after the passage 
of this act Commodores who have reached the age of 
fifty-nine years may retire with the rank of Rear Ad- 
miral; Captains of the Corps of Navigation and Ord- 
nance who have reached the age of fifty-seven years 
may retire with the rank of Commodore. Officers who 
entered the Naval Academy in the years 1861 to 1867, 
inclusive, may, upon official application to the Secretary 
of the Navy, in his discretion, be placed on the retired 
list of the Navy with the next higher rank. Officers of 
corps having a surplus of numbers in accordance with 
this act who have reached the age of fifty-eight years 
may retire with the rank of Captain. 

Secs. 33-34. Fix the salary of officers.

Sec. 37. That nothing in the act shall be construed tg 
affect the pay or status of oflicers now on the retire) 
list, or officers on the active list not in the line of pry.

LACK OF PROMOTION IN THE ARTILLERY, 


To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

In all the bills introduced for the reorganization of the 
artillery this session there is a clause for some kind of 
promotion other than that according to seniority in the 
artillery arm of the service. This is very unjust to the 
artillery officers, who have suffered for the past twenty. 
five years from slow promotion. Let our Senators and 
Representatives pause for an instant and reflect tha; 
any introduction of either cavalry or infantry into the 
artillery is sure to deprive some officers of the chance 
to ever reach the grade of Colonel, and they will not be 
so ready to bring in outsiders. The cavalry and infantry 
have had the benefit of promotion in their own corps; 
now it is the turn of the artillery. In any reorganizatioy 
they surely ought to have the benefit of it, and if any 
outsiders are put in it should be at the foot of the list 
of 2d Lieutenants, where they will do no one any harp 
and will get the benefit of the proper training for ar. 
tillery officers. That this claim is reasonable and just 
there can be no doubt; it can work injury to none, and 
will prevent injury to many. It is, therefore, suggested 
that promotion for the different corps should be accori- 
ing to seniority and in their own corps; any change from 
one corps to another will harm some and can only bene. 
fit a few—it partakes of the nature of special legislatioy 
and should be frowned upon. ‘AIR PLAY. 


The table below is an extension of one that I saw pul 
lished some time ago, with the addition of the lengt) o/ 
service as Lieutenants, of the present Ist Lieutenants 
of artillery. In round figures the average length of sery- 
ice as 2d Lieutenants is about seven years and that as 
ist Lieutenants nearly twenty-two years, or an averag 
of nearly twenty-nine (28.73) years in the line-of-tile 
closers. Consolidating from the table, we find that two 
officers will serve 25 years as Lieutenants, six 26 years, 
thirty-six 27 years, twenty-four 28 years, fourteen 2 
years, thirteen 30 years, eighteen 31 years, six 32 years, 
seven 33 years, two 34 years, one 35 years, one 36 years. 
Now, considering the age of the average graduate of 
West Point into the artillery as twenty-three, the aver- 
age age of Lieutenants, as they are promoted to Cap- 
tains, will be nearly fifty-two years. A rather discour- 
aging outlook. And if the table is continued to include 
the present 2d Licutenants the average service as Lieu- 
tenants wil! be increased rather than decreased. It does 
not seem possible that any one can deny the just claims 
of artillery ofticers for relief, in view of the above facts, 
and also that this relief should be material and constant. 
Nothing giving them less than the seven-regiment, Cum- 
mings or Sherman bills should be thought of.

ENGLISH OFFICERS, PAST AND PRESENT. 
(I*rom the “Spectator.’’) 

The old-fashioned Captain was very often kindly and 
popular and had excellent abstract intentions as regards 
his soldiers, but he never took the trouble to get really 
en rapport with them. Now the Captain knows his com- 
pany as a specially active curate knows his section of 
the parish. Of course, some oflicers are better than oth- 
ers in the work of getting a hold on their men, but, take 
the Army as a whole, a very high standard is main- 
tained in this respect. Between the intelligence and 
knowledge of the British officer of the present day and 
of purchase times there can, of course, be no sort of com- 
parison. In old days many of the men who bought com- 
missions for their sons did so purely for social reasons. 
Hence half the men who took to the Army had no genu 
ine vocation for soldiering as a profession and could not 
be expected to work at it as if it were the real business 
of their lives. Besides, men who had bought a comumis- 
sion as a sort of luxury had the feeling that they had a 
right to do what they would with their own. It is, in- 
deed, not too much to say that the abolition of purchase 
did even more than its advocates dared to hope in the 
matter of improving the professional capacity of the 
British officer. 

Curiously enough, in the one respect in which it might 
have been expected that under the new system our olli- 
cers would have expected a certain deficiency, there has 
been no falling off. It was plausibly argued by the de 
fenders of purchase that the examination men would be 
a set of puny professors in spectacles, who would know 
a great many foreign languages and a heap of mathie- 
matics, but would be utterly unable to sit on a horse or 
play a game of cricket, and to whom boxing and other 
athletic sports would be unknown. These fears have 
proved groundless. The modern officer, instead of fall- 
ing behind in athletics, is distinctly a better all-around 
athlete than his predecessor, and if he cannot afford to 
keep so many horses, is, nevertheless, quite as much at 
home in the saddle.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


14th N. Y.—COL. HARRY W. MICHELL. 

Co. A, Capt. Noble, held their regular weekly drill 
on Thursday evening, Jan. 16, 1895. . Twelve files were 
present and few company movements were executed, 
nearly the whole evening being devoted to the bayonet 
exercise,which was time wasted, for the company showed 
that they needed instruction far more in the school 
of the company than in bayonet exercise, not that any

Capt. Carroll is a 
very progressive officer and is very popular with his 
men—in fact, with the entire regiment, and he is ably 
assisted by Lieut. Bell, who is an able and efficient 
officer. 

A large part of the evening was devoted to the new 
manual, and it is needless to say that the time was well 
spent, for the men made a very marked improvement 
in that “ of the drill. The distances were well kept 
during the entire drill, and the alignments were as near 
perfect as could be desired. The march in line was very 
good. On right into line and on left into line were also 
very creditably executed. The fronts into line were also 
very good, particularly in the oblique of the rear fours. 
The company was marched diagonally across the drill 
floor and line formed to the right, left on right and on 
left into line and front into line at the same angle, and 
in every instance formed promptly and accurately. In 
fact, no adverse criticism can be made on the drill or any 
part of it.

ist SIGNAL CORPS N. Y.—CAPT. HENRY W. HEDGE. 


The cavalry drill and equestrian games of the 1st Sig- 
nal Corps, N. G. N. Y., attracted to Dickel’s Riding 
Academy, on Thursday evening, Jan. 23, an audience 
which crowded the building to its utmost capacity. Hav- 
ing proved before three thousand people, at the 71st 
Regt. armory in January, 1895, its skill in signaling and 
engineering, the corps this year determined to prove 
that it was also proficient in cavalry drill, and entitled 
by its proficiency to a troop formation, including a Sur- 
geon and Quartermaster Sergeant, and an armory where 
riding could be practiced. In this the corps were entire- 
ly successful, and the skill shown by it in cavalry exer- 
cises, both surprised and pleased the officers present. 
The management of the “green” horses by the corps 
was excellent, the alignments well nigh perfect, and in 
squad, section and troop drill, non-commissioned officers 
and the commanding officer showed a thorough knowl- 
edge of cavalry drill.

Gen. S. N. Y., must have 
been very favorably impressed with the appearance and 
drill of Co. BE, Capt. Daniel Sullivan, on Tuesday even- 
ing, Jan. 28, the evening designated for his official in- 
spection of this company. Twenty-four files paraded 
and the men presented a fine appearance, uniforms clean 
and neat, equipments properly adjusted and brasses 
highly polished. The movements in the early part of the 
drill embraced all the platoon movements. Right by 
platoon was very good. Platoons right and left, and 
also right and left turn, were excellent. Fronts into line 
of platoons were perfect or as near so as could be de- 
sired.

The 1st Battn. of the 71st N. Y., in command of Maj.

Renkl, 6th Inf., and Capt. W. B. Sanders, 2d Inf. This 
hoard will soon be convened in Atlanta by order of the 
Commander-in-Chief to consider several important_mat- 
ters, among them the application of the Gate City Guard

H. Stephens, then Gov- 
ernor; retained his commission under Govs. Boynton and 
MeDaniel, and on Oct. 12, 1886, was appointed Colonel 
and J. A. G. by Gov. McDaniel. He held the same com- 
mission under Govs. Gordon and Northen, and on Nov. 
18, 1893, resigned it to accept one as Colonel command- 
ing the 5th Inf., then being organized under the laws 
just passed by the Legislature; which commission he 
now holds. His excellent work with this command testi- 
fies to his ability. He took the regiment when it had 
but seven companies, and three of them very weak. It 
now has ten companies, machine gun platoon, Signal 
Corps, Hospital Corps and band, ard its personnel, equip- 
ment and discipline are equal to, if not better than, any 
in the State. The loyalty and patriotism of the National 
Guard is unbounded; they stand ready at all times, and 
are often called upon, to suppress disorder and riot, that 
most disagreeable of all military duty; they are the na- 
tion’s first defense against internal strifes in time of 
peace, and in case of a declaration of war, would at 
onee be called into the service of the general Govern- 
ment. Some recognition of such service might be occa- 
sionally made.” 








1OWA, 

Schools of instruction for the officers of the Iowa Na- 
tional Guard have been established at Ames, Ia., which 
began on Jan. 28 and will be continued until Feb. 22, 
the officers of the several regiments attending in turn. 
The school is in charge of the Inspector General, as- 
sisted, as he may direct, by the brigade commanders, the 
Assistant Inspector General, the Colonels and Lieuten- 
ant Colonels of the several regiments. Battalion com- 
manders, regimental and battalion Adjutants, (Quarter- 
masters, Commissaries of Subsistence and all company 
officers will attend as students. The course of instruc- 
tion will be as follows: Drill regulations, manual of 
guard duty, military law, elements of field engineering, 
minor tactics and administration. A written examina- 
tion will be held at the close of each tour. The transpor- 
tation, subsistence and quarters will be provided for by 
the State. The modified manual of arms authorized by 
the War Department has been adopted by the Iowa Na- 
tional Guard, except in “load” and “fix” and “unfix 
bayonet.” The piece will be brought to the order with- 
out command in “fix” and “unfix bayonet.” 


PENNSYLVANIA. 

Adjt. Gen. T. J. Stewart in his annual report for 1895, 
referring to the system of rifle practice, which has been 
declared very faulty, says that it is generally conceded 
that the work of rifle practice should be organized on 
new lines or on some system the requirements of which: 
will not be so severe as to encourage unfair returns to 
avoid its penalty. Particular attention is called to the 
report of the General Inspector of Rifle Prac'ice and also 
to that of Gol. Ralston, of the 3d Inf.. on the subject. 
Speaking of the annual inspections, he says: ‘From per- 
sonal observation, as well as inquiry made, I can safely 
say that the new methods of inspection met with the 
approval of both officers and men.” The Major General 
in his report says: “The Adjutant General and the In- 
spector General may be congratulated on the result of 
the change of methods and no doubt upon improvements 
hereafter as use and familiarity will correct details and 
shorten time required.” He indorses the recommendation 
of the Major General as to increase in the artillery “and 
cavalry arms of the service: also as to the need of a 
company of engineers and a signal corps. The work of 
Gen. Gobin in testing the utility of the bicycle in con- 
nection with military movements and as a means of com- 
munication is eommended and consideration is ad- 
vised of the feasibility of attaching a corps of wheel- 
men, limited to not more than ten in number to a di- 
vision and each brigade headquarters. The total amount 
of expenditures from June 1 to Dec. 17, 1895, was $339,- 
719.68 and ineludes the expenses of the annual encamp- 
ments of the three brigades. In closing his report Gen. 
Stewart says: “The able and comprehensive reports of 
the general officers of the National Guard, their reliance 
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upon both officers and men, the testimony to their abil- 
ity, zeal and efficiency given by the officers of the U. 8. 
Army, affirm the fact that the soldiery of Pennsylvania 
is commanded by men of military experience, of high in- 
telligence, whose earnestness of purpose and devotion to 
duty must needs keep Pennsylvania in the advance in 
her military department. The National Guard merits 
and enjoys to-day the confidence of the people. The 
Legislature has responded liberally in appropriations for 
its support, and the officers and men composing the Na- 
tional Guard testify to their appreciation of all this by 
personal sacrifice in many directions and instances and 
a desire to advance the organization in efficiency and 
worth. Pennsylvania may well be proud of her soldiery, 
and they in turn be proud of the State.”

The New York “Tribune” says: “The Magnolia Metal 
Company, of 74 Cortlandt street, has had to defend it- 
self against several peculiar attacks by rival corpora- 
tions, which have wanted to get control of its patents, 
and the latest attack is in the form of an attachment,

which has been served in advance of the trial of a suit 
for $35,000. Charles B. and Edward ©. Miller organ- 
ized the company eight years ago, and the corporation 
is incorporated under the laws of West Virginia. As 
the com manufactures the finest grades of metal 
used in journal bearings, its patents are of great value 
and several capitalists have vainly tried to get control 
of them. Recently a discharged employe in Chicago 
made a claim against the company for $7,000, and the 
claim was assigned to James Shanks, of this city, who 
brought a suit. The company settled the claim for $1 
and caused the arrest of Shanks for alleged perjury in 
the proceedings. Now an attachment has been issued 
against the company in a suit brought by a man named 
Lawlor, as the assignee of a claim of $35,000 made by 
an English construction company. As Lawlor is a New 
Yorker and brings the suit against a foreign company 
having an office in this city, he has been able to get the 
attachment before the trial of the suit. Although the 
suit is for $35,000, he has been obliged to give a bond 
for only $1,000, and ex-Dock Commissioner Phelan is 
on the bond. 

_ Charles B. and Edward C. Miller said that the Eng- 
lish construction company which had made the claim for 
$35,000 really owed them about $80,000, and they would 
be able to show that by the contract if the suit of the 
assignee could ever be brought to trial. The suit was 
an American suit, they declared, and had been brought 
in order to secure the attachment as a club to compe! 
them to sell their patents cheaply. They declared thut 
they would dispose of the suit in short order and show 
the animus of it when the case could be brought to 
trial. Instead of being liable to a judgment, they said, 
they had made about a million of dollars in the manu- 
facture of magnolia metal and only lately passed $150,- 
000 of the company’s surplus to the capital account. ‘Te 
Magnolia Metal Company has given bond for $36,000 in 
this matter and has brought suit for $100,000 against 
the parties who instigated these attachment proceedings 
for money actually due from them to the Magnolia 
Metal Company and for attempted damage by the at- 
tachment proceedings. A most beautiful prospectus is 
being sent around to friends of the company offering 
stock in this company with a 10 per cent. guaranteed 
dividend payable semi-annually. 


The New York papers report the arrest under the bot- 
tling act of a French dealer in cordials for having sold 
a counterfeit Angostura Bitters. Quite a large quantity 
of bottles, stencils and other paraphernalia was found at 
his place and he was held under $2,000 and a witness 
under $300 bail awaiting examination.

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A WAR PICTURE. 


In spite of official precautions, the French people are 
beginning to learn the truth with regard to the suffer- 
ings of the invading Army in Madagascar. Harrowing 
descriptions of the hardships endured by the mex are 
given by the invalided survivors who have returned to 
tell the tale. Col. Bizot, one of the commanding officers, 
who has been inferviewed, tells how, after the capture 
of Antananarivo, he had a conversation with a Malagasy 
who spoke French. “When is the Army coming?” asked 
the Malagasy. “The Army is here,” replied the Colonel. 
“Why, I thought this was an advance guard,” was the 
rejoinder; “you must have had a great contempt for us 
to come with such a handful of men.” Col. Bizot had to 
explain that of the large expedition landed at —s 
the great majority were dead or down with fever. In 
Tonquin things seem to be still worse. A soldier writ- 
ing to M. Clémenceau’s paper “La Justice” relates that 
detachments of French troops are constantly being sent 
to pursue pirates. Those men who fall out of the ranks 
suffering from fever are left to die by the roadside. One 
of his eompanions, he says, was attacked in this way 
and his Lieutenant offered to shoot him on the spot to 
put an end to the poor fellew’s sufferings. The man re- 
fused. When the expedition returned his dead body was 
— —- mutilated by marauders. — London 
“Daily News.” 


A correspondent of the London “Army and Navy Ga- 
zette” says: “There are two reasons why we should be 
careful to see what Americans are doing in the way of 
naval architecture and the armament of their ships.
